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Gulf war truce set to 
begin on August 20 






UNITED NATIONS, Aug 8, 
(Agencies): A ceasefire in the 
eight-year-old Gulf war is to 
begin at 0300 GMT on Aug 
20, Secretary-General Javier 
Perez de Cuellar announced 
today. 

He said he would invite Iran 
and Iraq to send their represen- 
tatives to Geneva on Aug 25 for 
direct talks under his auspices. 

Observe 

“l now call upon the Islamic 
Republic of Iran and the 
Republic of Iraq to observe a 
ceasefire and to discontinue all 
military action on land, at sea 
and in the air as of 0300 hours 
GMT on Aug 20, 1988,” the 
secretary-general announced at a 
crowded, expectant meeting of 
the Security Council. 

His announcement was 
greeted by applause. 

“I have been assured by the 
two parties to the conflict that

they will observe this ceasefire in: 
the context of the full implemen- 
tation of Resolution 598,” he 
added, referring to a council 
resolution adopted over a year 
ago,- 

‘ The governments of the 
Islamic Republic of Iran and the 
Republic of Iraq have also 
agreed 10 the deployment of 
United Nations observers as of 
the time and date of the 
ceasefire,” he said. 

Invitation 

Perez de Cuellar, who has just 
spent nearly two weeks in inten- 
sive separate negotiations here 
with the Foreign Ministers of 
Iran a»d Iraq, Ali Akbar 
Velayati and Taneq Aar, contin- 
ued: 

"I shall extend to the Islamic 
Republic of Iran and to the 
Republic of Iraq a formal invita- 
tion to send their representatives 
to Geneva on Aug 25 for direct 
talks under my auspices. I am 


sending letters in this connection 
to both sides.” 

The level of representation at 
the talks has not yet been 
decided. 

The question of face-to-face 
negotiations was at the heart of 
the negotiations here, with Iraq 
demanding direct talks prior to a 
ceasefire and Iran rejecting this 
as an unacceptable precondition. 

Last Saturday Iraqi President 
Saddam Hussein agreed to halt 
the fighting if Iran guaranteed to 
enter direct negotiations 
immediately afterwards. 

Massive 

The announcement came less 
than a month after Iran accepted 
a UN ceasefire resolution, and 14 
days after Perez de Cuellar began 
indirect peace negotiations with 
Iranian and Iraqi representatives 
at the United Nations. 

Since the beginning of the war, 
in September 1980. Iran and Iraq 
have fought massive land battles. 


traded missile attacks on each 
other’s cities and attacked oil 
tankers from neutral countries in 
a war that threatened Lhe world’s 
oil supplies. The conflict claimed 
an estimated one million casual- 
ties. 

Earlier today, the UN chief 
executive sent a written report to 
the Security Council requesting 
authorisation for an unarmed 
UN military observer force cons- 
isting of up to 350 officers to 
police the ceasefire. 

Perez de Cuellar said he inten- 
ded to deploy the main body of 
the observers together with sup- 
port staff, “not later than three 
days before D-Day” — the effec- 
tive date of the ceasefire. 

Dispnted 

He estimated the cost of the 
force for the first six months at 
$74 million, of which S47 million 
will be just for initial setting-up 
costs. 

One unique feature of the 


observer force will be a naval 
contingent — the first in the his- 
tory of UN peace-keeping mis- 
sions — to patrol the disputed 
Sbatt AI Arab waterway, the 
estuary of the Tigris and 
Euphrates Rivers separating 
Iran and Iraq at the northern 
head of the Gulf. 

The Security Council is expec- 
ted to vote tomorrow un the 
resolution establishing the 
peace-keeping force known as 
the UN Iran-Iraq Military 
Observer Force. 

Iran, which rejected the UN 
ceasefire resolution when it was 
adopted by the Security Council 
in July 1987, suddenly announ- 
ced its acceptance on July 1 8 and 
dropped previous conditions 
that Iraq be named the aggressor

MANAMA, Aug 8, (Agencies): 
Iranian President Ah Khamenei 
said today that Iran was “going 
toward peace with honour,” and . 
desired that there should never 
again be wars between Third 
World countries, Tehran Radio 
reported. 

The President described it as 
the “biggest war since World 
Warll.” 

“This war is now ending,” 
Khamenei said at a conference 
on the war in Tehran.' 

Action 

Tehran Radio monitored in 
Bahrain quoted him as saying: 
“ We go to peace with honour and 
a desire that never again will 
there be war between Third 
World countries, except if the 
oppressed rise up against their 
oppressors and defend them- 
selves.” 


The official Islamic . Republic 
News Agency (I RN A) said three 


forces shelled villages near Sar- 
dasht, some 375 miles (600 km) 
west of Tehran, in. the first 
military action along the front 
reported since Thursday. 

Dumps 

The Iraqi News Agency (IN A) 
announced a raid on Iran’s Mis- 
san area in the southern sector of 
the front saying its forces killed 
six Iranian soldiers and exploded 
four ammunition dumps. 

Khamenei blasted the UN 
Security Council for two earlier 
resolutions on the war, passed 
before Resolution 598 of July 
1987. The council’s first resolu- 
tion, be said, was “cool, careless 
and threatening” in tone. 

If Iran had abided by the 
earlier resolutions, the President 


said, it would have had to allow 
parts of the country to remain 
inside Iraqi occupation, because 
there was no reference to a pull- 
. back to international borders. 

Resolution 598 would become 
an “historic point” for the 
United Nations, because it 
would influence the organisation 
in the future, he said. 

Iranian Foreign Minister Ali 
Akbar Velayati said today Iraq 
might mount new attacks despite 
its announced agreement to a 
ceasefire. 

Attacks 

Iranian television contacted 
Velayati by telephone in New 
York and asked him about the 
possibility of further Iraqi 
attacks. 

“It is not unlikely in view of 
Iraq’s record of breaking its 
word," Velayati replied.

UK sending diplomat to Tehran 


LONDON, Aug 8, (Reuter): 
Britain said today it was sending 
a diplomat to Tehran to discuss 
Lhe reopening of the British 
embassy and ask for Iranian help 
in securing the release ofWestern - 
hostages in Lebanon. 

A Foreign Office spokesman 
said David Reddaway, an Iran- 
ian expert and Persian speaker, 
would fly to Tehran on Thursday 
for two or three weeks. 

The decision to send the 
diplomat followed Tehran’s 
acceptance of a United Nation's 
resolution for an end to the Iran- 
Iraq war and a promise by Iran to 
cease attacks on shipping in the 


Gulf. 

“Mr. Reddaway's presence will 
help us to assess Iranian attitudes . 
to all aspects of British- Irani an 
relations,” the spokesman said. 

Reddaway joined the' British 
embassy in Tehran in 1977 in the 
commercial section as a third 
secretary. He left Tehran in 1980 
after Britain closed the mission 
and asked Sweden to look after 
its interests. 

Iran' has recently launched a 
diplomatic offensive to improve 
its relations with the West. 

Britain has not had any 
embassy staff in Iran for most of 
the past year after one of its 


diplomats was beaten in Tehran 
last year following lhe arrest in 
Britain of an Iranian official on 
shoplifting charges. 

Iran has maintained its Lon- 
don embassy which is currently 
manned by only the charge d'af- 
faires. 

The British spokesman said it 
was too soon to say whether Red- 
daway's visit would lead to a 
complete normalisation of rela- 
tions. 

Reddaway was expected to ask 
the Iranian authorities to help 
secure the release of three British 
hostages, including church 
envoy Teriy Waite. 


BAGHDAD, Aug 8. (Reuter): 
Iraq declared a three-day holiday 
from tomorrow to celebrate the 
announcement by UN 
Secretary-General Javier Perez 
de Cuellar of a ceasefire in its 
eight-year-old war with Iran. 

“It is the great victory which 
Iraq scores m the name of all 
Arabs and humanity,” the ruling 
Revolutionary Command 
Counci] said in a statement shor- 
tly after the UN announcement. 

‘‘Therefore we call upon you 
to celebrate it as a great victory 
irrespective of tbe consequences 
that the implementation of other 
items of Resolution 598 would 
entail,” said the statement, 
addressed to the Iraqi people. 

Vincennes 
rescues 5 
Iranian 
fishermen 

WASHINGTON, Aug 8, (AP): 
The USS Vincennes, the warship 
that mistakenly shot down an 
Iranian airliner last month, has 
rescued five Iranian fishermen 
adrift in a small dinghy, defence 
officials said today. 

The officials, who asked not to 
be identified, said the guided- 
missile cruiser was on a routine 

S trol in the Gulf of Oman, 
low the entrance to the Gulf at 
the Strait of Hormuz, when it 
spotted the dinghy yesterday. 

The five fishermen were taken 
aboard and treated for minor 
injuries including dehydration 
and hypothermia. The officials 
added: 

“The five identified them- 
selves as fishermen whose boat 
sank while working in the Gulf of 
Oman,” said one source. 

Iran sends 
message 
to Kuwait 

AN Iranian envoy yesterday 
handed Kuwaiti Deputy Premier 
and Foreign Minister Sheikh 
Sabah Al Ahmed a message on 
Iran's acceptance of a ceasefire 
with Iraq, Kuwait Foreign Min- 
istry officials said. 

They said the message, 
delivered by the Iranian Ambas- 
sador to the UAE, Mustafa 
Foumeni Haeri, was sent by 
Iranian Foreign Minister Ali 
Akbar Velayah. 

Meanwhile, Foreign Under- 
secretary Sulaiman Majed AJ 
Shaheen received the Iraqi 
Ambassador in Kuwait A sera 
Yakoub Yousif, who handed Al 
Shaheen a message from the 
Iraqi President Saddam Hussein 
to HH lhe Amir. 

Al Shaheen also received the 
ambassadors of China, the 
Soviet Union and Algeria during 
which he reviewed with them the 
current UN Security Council’s 
deliberations on hatting the 
Iraqi-Iranian war.

Shultz escapes 
attempt on life 


LA PAZ, Aug 8, (Reuter): An 
explosive device went off beside 
Secretary of State George Shultz’ 
motorcade in the Bolivian 
capital today, shattering a win- 
dow of a car carrying his wife 
Helena, US officials said. 

State Department spokesman 
Charles Redman said three vehi- 
cles were damaged, including his 
own, but no one was injured. 

“It was an explosive, 
obviously remotely detonated,” 
Redman told reporters after the 
device went off as Shultz’ motor- 
cade entered downtown La Paz 
coming from the airport. 

The explosion went off 
seconds after Shultz' car passed 
its location beside the road. 

Reporters riding in the motor- 
cade heard an extremely loud 
bang and saw a shower of smoke 
and debris. 

Redman said tbe device may 
have been dynamite. Officials 
said it did not appear to be 
powerful enough to have injured 
Shultz in bis armour-plated 
limousine even it it had gone off 
beside his car. 

After the explosion went off, 
Shultz’ security guards re-direc- 
ted the route or the motorcade 
from a downtown hotel to the US 
embassy. 

US Slate Department security 
agents brandishing theirmachin- 
eguns surrounded Shultz at the 
embassy door and hustled him 
inside. 

A van carrying five State 
Department officials look tbe 


brunt of tbe blast. Its windows 
were shattered and a tyre was 
blown out. 

Redman's car also had a tyre 
blown out and a window 
cracked. 

“We will continue with the 
schedule,” Redman said. 

Shultz will be meeting with lop 
Bolivian officials, including 
President Victor Paz Estenssoro. 
and delivering a speech praising 
Bolivia for an anti-drug 
programme. 

No one immediately claimed 
responsibility for the attack, 
which Redman said was tbe first 
ever against the secretary. 

Referring to the initial police 
investigation of tbe attack, Red- 
man said "they did find wires soil 
was triggered electronically — 
possibly dynamite.” 

Device 

Officials said the device had 
been planted on a hillside a few 
yards above the airport motor- 
way along the route the motor- 
cade was moving. 

It appeared that debris from 
the blast, such as stones, caused 
most of the damage, officials 
said. 

Shultz was several car lengths 
ahead when the bomb went off. 

The attack occurred despite 
heavy security by the Bolivian 
armed forces, who ringed Shultz’ 
plane at the airport when he 
arrived. They brandished sub- 
machineguns and were deployed 
along the entire route of the 
motorcade. 


Hussein in talks with 
Assad on West Bank 


DAMASCUS, Aug 8. (AP): 
King Hussein of Jordan arrived 
today and began Lalks with 
Syrian President Hafez AI Assad 
on the implications of his latest 
moves to sever links with the 
Israeli-occupied West Bank. 

Also today, US envoy Richard 
M urphy arrived in the Jordanian 
capital, Amman, for talks on the 
same issue. He is scheduled to 
confer with the ldng tomorrow 
morning. 

In Amman, a senior Jordanian 
official said the king .wifi review 
with Assad his latest moves 
aimed at changing the kingdom's 
relationship with Lhe West Bank. 

“The world is seeking explana- 
tions to the king's moves . . . and 
we say it was only the wish of the 
PLO,” said the official, who 
spoke on condition he not be 
identified. 

In an effort to give the PLO 


greater responsibility over Pales- 
tinian local affairs in the West 
Bank, Hussein scrapped a S 1.3- 
billion development plan for 
Israeli-occupied territories, dis- 
solved the lower house of 
Parliament and layed off or 
retired thousands of Jordanian 
employees there. 

The king also abolished the 
Occupied Territories Ministry, 
which handled Palestinian 
affairs there and handed its 
remaining duties to Lhe newly 
established Palestinian Affairs 
Department within the Foreign 
Ministry. 

During his one-day visit, Hus- 
sein would also "review with the 
Syrian President issues of mutual 
concern,” the official said with- 
out elaborating. Tbe king was 
scheduled to make similar trips 
to Iraq. Egypt, Saudi Arabia and 
other Gulf states within the next 
few days, he said. *

PLO chairman Yasser Arafat 
said yesterday that formation of 
the Palestinian govemment-in- 
exile was now under considera- 
tion and the Palestine National 
Council will have the final say on 
this matter. 

Arafat told a press conference 
in Kuwait last night that the 
PNC, the Palestinian 
parliament-in-exile and the PLO 
executive will discuss the matter 
in detail. 

He described the derision of 
Jordan's King Hussein to cut all 
legal and administrative ties with 
the occupied West Bank as “a 
legal disengagement.” 

He said the PLO wifi shoulder 
“all responsibilities resulting 
from the Jordanian monarch's 
derision.” 

Deckled 

The Palestinian leader said the 
organisation had decided to dis- 
patch executive committee mem- 
ber Mahmoud Abbas (belter 
known as Abu Mazen) to Jordan 
if Amman agrees to have talks on 
the King's decision. "If other- 
wise, Abu Mazen wifi not travel 
to Jordan," Arafat pointed ouL 

Arafat hailed the stand of HH 
the Amir, who received him 
earlier yesterday and added: “1 
have talked with HH the Amir in 
his capacity as chairman of the 
Islamic Conference and as one of 
•the Arab leaders that the Pales- 
tinian people cherish.” 

Arafat, who arrived in Kuwait 
yesterday, also met HH the 
Crown Prince and Premier 
Sheikh Saad Al Abdullah. 


Talks held on 
border 
demarcation 

THE interior ministers of 
Kuwait and Iraq yesterday 
held talks on border demarca- 
tion and security issues. 

Kuwait’s northern borders 
with Iraq are the only ones not 
yet demarcated. 

The Iraqi Interior Minister 
Samir Abdel Wahab arrived 
in Kuwait yesterday. 

Abdul Wahab and 
Kuwait’s Minister of Interior 
Sheikh Salem Al Sabah 
visited the Kuwaiti-Iraqi bor- 
ders, yesLerday. 

The lalks were attended by 
the Iraqi ambassador to 
Kuwait and top officials of 
Kuwait's Ministry of 
Interior. 


Divers fail to reach submerged ferry 


KATIHAR, Aug 8, (AP): Over- 
crowding and safety violations 
caused an ageing ferry to capsize 
in the Ganges River, killing as 
many as 400 people in India’s 
worst boat accident, a senior 
official said today. 

The official, who discussed a 
government accident report on 
the basis of anonymity, said 
authorities believed at least 300 
people on the lower deck died 
when the 35-year-old steam- 
powered ferry overturned on 
Saturday morning. 

About 200 people were on the 
upper deck, be said. Authorites 
believe about lOOpeopleswamto 


safety or were rescued by local 
villagers. The fate of the others 
from Lhe upper deck was 
unknown. 

It was the worst boat accident 
in India ever, according to 
United News of India. 

Katihar district police chief P. 
S. Nalarajah said chances of fin- 
ding any survivors in the rising 
water were “very, very dim.” 

“What we are looking for now 
are bodies so we can make a 
definite death toll,” Natarajah 
said. However, he said, theactual 
count may never be known 
because some bodies probably 


were carried downstream 50 lo 
100 kilometres (30.to 60 miles) by 
the surging water. 

Indian Navy divers attempted 
to reach the submerged boat 
early today, but the current was 
too strong, said H. S. Pathak, 
head of the eight-member diving 
team. 

Authorities said the boat was 
sinking into the river bed as the 
water, estimated from 12 to 30 
feet (four to 10 metres) deep, con- 
tinued to rise. 

One survivor. Chandrasekhar 
D. Tiwari. said he was standing 
on the ferry's upper deck when it 
started wavering. 
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American 
society 
is racist, 
says poll 


Zia exploiting office 
for political gains 


NEW YORK, Aug 8, (AP): 
Twenty-five years after the 
Rev. Martin Luther King Jr. 
declared his dream of racial 
equality, a majority of 
Americans say society 
remains racist, a Media Gen- 
eral-Associated Press poll has 
found. 

The national survey of 1,223 
adults found broad 
agreement that the United 
States has moved toward 
equality since August 1963, 
when King voiced the goal ina 
celebrated speech. Seventy 
one per cent said equality is 
achievable. 

But of those who said it is possi- 
ble, four in 10 said racial 
equality would not occur 
within their lifetimes. And 35 
per cent of all respondents 
said American society is racist 
overall.while 37 per cent said 
it's not racist. 

The poll found several other 
measures of concern over 
racial inequality in the United 
Stales. Among them: 

While 54 per cent of respondents 
said blacks and other min- 
orities have the same oppor- 
tunities as whites right now, 
42 per cent of all respondents, 
and 69 percent of blacks, dis- 
agreed. 

Majorities in all education, 
income and ideological 
groups, and in all but the 
oldest age group, said 
American society is racist 
overall. Fifty-three percent of 
whiles agreed, as did 68 per 
cent of blacks. 

Respondents were evenly 
divided, 43-43. on whether 
minorities receive equal treat- 
ment in the nation's criminal 
justice system, and three in 1 0 
said minorities are denied jus- 
tice because of their race. 

Among whiles, 46 per cent said 
there is equal treatment in the 
justice system, while 40 per 
cent said there isn'tand nearly 
15 per cent said they did not 
know. Among blacks, 61 per 
cent said minorities are not 
treated equally. 

TheCivil Rights act became law a 
year later, prompting sweep- 
ing changes in the then- 
segregated South. 


ISLAMABAD, Aug 8, 
(KUNA): A veteran opposition 
leader has accused President Zia- 
ul-Haq of exploiting his office to 
seek the support of the previous 
ruling party, the Pakistan 
Muslim League. 

After sacking the Muslim 
League cabinet, headed by Prime 
Minister Mohamnad Khan 
Junejo on May 29, the President 
has now realised that he has 
politically isolated himself, said 
Nawabzada Nasrullah Khan, 
chief of the Pakistan Jamhoori 
Party, which is also a component 
of the nine-party opposition 
alliance Movement for Restora- 
tion of Democracy (MRD). 

After returning to Multan 
from Sukkur, where he attended 
an MRD rally, Nawabzada said 
by interfering in the affairs of the 
PML, Zia was also violating the 
constitution. 

Zia is trying behind the scenes 
to unite the former ruling party 
which has broken up into many 
factions after dismissal of Junejo 
cabinet. Zia also wants the 
Muslim League to elect a new 
leader in place of Junejo. 

Junejo has decided to relin- 
quish the presidentship of the 


party. 

Zia can now patronise the 
PML for the forthcoming elec- 
tions. 

If the elections were held on 
non-party system, Zia would 
indirectly try to pul his entire 
weight behind the PML and 
ensure its victory and then invite 
it to form a government. 

In Ihe event of party-based 
elections, Zia would back the 
PML and would see to it that it 
swept the polls. 

The opposition parties have 
decided to launch a two-pranged 
campaign to alter the decision of 
the President to hold non-party 
elections. They will challenge the 
decision in the court and Simul- 
taneously hold meetings to 
mobilise public opinion. 

Benefit 

Short ofbloody street violence 
it is unlikely that the President 
would succumb to the opposi- 
tion pressure. But if the court 
struck down his decision then of 
course he would stage polls on 
non-party basis. 

But with the exit of Junejo 
from the stewardship of the 
PML, the President will benefit 
both ways. 


He is sure that PML-backed 
candidates would form 
parliamentary party after the 
non-party elections Uke they did 
in 1985 non-party elections and 
he would again transform it into 
a ruling party. 

However, Zia'stask will not be 
all over amply by the removal of 
Junejo from the leadership of the 
PML. 

He has to make sure that the 
man who succeeds him is submis- 
sive and pliable and shares power 
with him equitably and does not 
try to take the lion's share. 

Several names are being men- 
tioned in this connection. They 
include Punjab Chief Minister

Egypt promotes US-PLO meeting 


■CAIRO, Aug 8, (Reuter): Egyp- 
tian officials said today they were 
trying to arrange a meeting in 
Cairo between US Assistant 
Secretary of State Richard Mur- 
phy and prominent Palestinians. 

“We are trying to facilitate a 
meeting if both sides want it," 
said a senior Foreign Ministry 
official, who did not want to be 
named. “So far, nothing has been 
arranged.” 

“There is still a gap in terms of 
what each party is expecting 
from the other,” said another 
Foreign Ministry official, who 
also requested anonymity. 

“The Palestine Liberation 
Organisation (PLO) wants an 
understanding that those attend- 
ing a meeting are doing so on 
behalf of the PLO,” he said. “The 
Americans want to meet them as 
individuals.” 

The US embassy in Cairo said 


no meeting had yet been set bet- 
ween Palestinians and Murphy, 
who is due to arrive on Tuesday 
from Amman. He has also visited 
Lebanon, Syria and Israel. 

Egyptian officials said they 
were trying to draw up a list of 
Palestinians acceptable to both 
the United States and the PLO. 

They said that Fayez Abu 
Rahme, a prominent lawyer 
from the Israeli-occupied Gaza 
Strip, was in Cairo to attend a 
meeting if one was agreed by 
both sides. 


Dialogue 

Murphy criticised Israel today 
for a lack of dialogue with 
moderate Palestinians and for 
tough measures used against 
activists involved in the uprising 
against Israeli occupation. 

His statements came after a 


two-and-one-balf hour meeting 
with Defence Minister Yitzhak 


Rabin and top military officials 
in Tel Aviv. 

‘Tve discussed America's con- 
cern that there is insufficient 
dialogue, shall we say, between 
Israel and the moderate Palestin- 
ians,” said Murphy, adding he 
was not suggesting Israel talk to 
the Palestine Liberation Organ- 
isation. 

The usually reticient Murphy 
referred to sharp disagreements 
with Rabin over Israel's han- 
dling of Palestinian activists. 

Since the uprising began Dec

(UMNO), backbone of the coali- 
tion government, which is 
known as New UMNO- 

If tbe appeal is dismissed, the 
Prime Minister is likely to win a 
sudden groundswell of grass root 
support for his new party in time 
for an Aug 25 by-election in 
southern Johore state which is 
viewed as a crucial test of his 
credibility as leader of the 
majority Malays and of the 
federal government. 

Mahathir, who has purged 
New UMNO of detractors, also 
needs the court to reject the 
appeal so his supporters can lay 
claim to the old organisation’s 
vast assets which were handed 


over lO airoffitia] assignee after 
the high court declared old 
UMNO illegal Feb 4. 

The Prime Minister’s oppon- 
ents had gone to court to have the 
bitterly fought leadership elec- 
tions of 1987 declared null and 
void because of irregularities and 
to have fresh polls ordered. 

The judge, however, ruled 
UMNO itself an illegal entity 
because it had 30 unregistered 
branches under its umbrella. 

Dissidents’ counsel. Raja Aziz 
Ad druse, asked for the appeal to 
be decided, as originally directed, 
by a full nine-bench quorum of 
supreme court justices becasue 
“it concerns not just members of 
UMNO or just Malays, but the 
country as a whole.” 

The five judges presiding over 
the appeal rejected his request. 

The bead of Malaysia's judi- 
ciary, Mohamed Salleh Abas, 
had ordered the appeal to be 
heard June 1 3 by a full bench but 
a few days after he made his 
decision, the king suspended him 
from office and set up a tribunal 
to investigate him on five counts 
of misconduct. 


Inflation 
hits hard at 
Beijing 
zoo 

BEIJING, Aug 8, (UPI): Infla- 
tion has hit hard at the Beijing 
zoo, where the tigers are on a 
strict diet, the elephants have 
given up bananas for carrots 
and only the prestigious pan- 
das still enjoy their traditional 
regimen of milk and bamboo 
shoots. 

Zoo officials blamed soaring 
prices for the food cuts, not- 
ing their 3,000 mammals were 
not granted the government, 
subsidies that human urban 
residents received this year to 
cushion them against Hi gh er 
costs. 

Elephant residents at China’s 
biggest zoo have not eaten 
their favourite food — ban- 
anas — in months as the cost 
of the fruit has quadrupled in 
recent years, the official 
China Daily newspaper said- 
The huge pachyderms must 
make do with carrots, which 
provide the same vitamins, 
but are not quite as tasty, tbe 
paper said. 

Zookeepers have also placed tbe 
tigers on a strict diet, cutting 
their three meals a day to just 
two and instituting a fast for 
the big cats one day each 
week, the paper said. 

“They used to eat irregularly in 
the wild,” the paper quoted 
one zookeeper as saying 
The zoo has also stopped provid- 
ing appetisers of live chickens 
and rabbits to the felines — 
including the lions and 
leopards — to cut down on 
costs. Live animals are only a 
special' food for the sick and 
weak, zoo officials said. 

But there has been no change in 
the diet of the zoo's prized 
giant pandas, despite the 
soaring price of milk and the 
difficulty of obtaining arrow 
bamboo shoots — the only 
vegetable the fussy black and 
white animals will touch. 


Five die in 

Beirut

BEIRUT, Aug 8, (UPI): Five 
people died in dashes south of

It was not immediately known 
what started the fighting in the 
area controlled by the Progres- 
sive Sodalist Party of Walid 
Jumblatt. T wo people were killed 
and several were wounded in the 
dashes, tbe sources said. 

Tbe sources said Nabil Basha- 
sha, an offidal of the Damascus- 
based Popular Front for the 
Liberation of Palestine-General 
Command was killed in an 
ambush near Kitennaya, where 
he was heading to try to stop the 
fighting. Two of his bodyguards 
died in the attack. 

A Syrian force that entered 
West Beirut last year also patrols 
the coastal road linking Beirut 
with southern Lebanon but has 
refrained from deploying in the 
foothills. 

Observers said the death of 
Bashasha, could lead to the 
deployment of Syrian troops in 
the region.

President Corazon Aquino, 
irritated by recent charges ihat 
her government has Lolerated 
flagrant human rights violations, 
struck back at her detractors 
today saying the military should 
be proud of accomplishments. 

“All the carping critics, who 
□ever risked their lives in com- 
bat, cannot diminish one bit 
what you have achieved this 
year," Aquino told the 




5 tabu! ary during a celebration of 
the national police force's 87th 
anniversary. 

Several international human 
rights organisations have called 
attention to rampant rights 
abuses, including the recent mur- 
ders of three human rights 
lawyers, which have been blamed 
on railitaiy and government- 
backed vigilante groups. 

Aquino previously described 
as “biased" an Amnesty Inter- 
national report that was highly 
critical of the military. 

“There is no need to list your 
achievements .. in order to ans- 
wer these critics.” she said during 
ceremonies on the rain-slickenea 
parade ground of tbe con- 
stabulary’s headquarters. 

“ft is enough to recall that the 
communist threat became a 
military giant ... which this

administration has cut off at the 
knees," she said in reference to 
the arrest this year of several 
leaders of the Communist Party 
of the Philippines and its military 
arm, the New Peoples Army. 

Aquino has also been besieged 
with accusations of graft by her 
relatives and in the commission 
created by Aquino to dean up 
fraud ana corruption remaining 
from the discredited administra- 
tion of ousted ruler Ferdinand 
Marcos. 

Aquino rejected those criti- 
cisms in her weekly radio 
programme yesterday evening, 
dis missing them as an attempt to 
“erode my credibility.” 


Meanwhile, a home-made 
bomb that failed to explode was 
found under a US Air Force ser- 
geant’s car at his home outside 
Clark air base, a base spokesman 
said today. 

CapL MaryellenJadicksaidin 
a telephone interview from Clark 
that American bomb disposal 
experts defused the device shor- 
tly after it was found by a housek- 
eeper early yesterday morning 
under the car of Sgt. Francisco 
Calabia. 

A Filipino police officer, Dan- 
ilo Maniti, said the bomb’s fuse 
was partially burned. It had 
apparently been lit and “must 
have been snuffed out by rain," 
he said. 

A statement issued by Clark's 
public affairs office said Filipino 
and American investigators have 
not uncovered any motive or sus- 
pect in the attempted bombing, 
which occurred at a time of 
heightened security following 
increasing lawlessness around 
the base. 

Communist rebels killed three 
Americans and a Filipino in 
attacks last October outside 
Clark, which is outside Angeles 
dty, 80 kilometres north of Man- 
ila. More than 40 people have 
been killed in Angeles since May 
in murders that police blame 
mostly on communist rebels. 


Soviet troops leave Kabul 


KABUL, Aug 8, (Reuter): The 
first Soviet Army unit left Kabul 
today for the northern border 
following a send-off by Afghans 
throwing flowers. 

The convoy included 500 men 
and about 100 vehicles from a 
mechanised unit, Soviet Army 
officials said. However, they 
declined lo identity the regiment 
involved. 

Afghan Foreign Ministry 
officials said it was the first 
departure of a complete unit 
based in the Afghan capi Lai , alth- 
ough Soviet sources said there 
had been a few departures of sol- 
diers on a much smaller scale 
over the past few month*. 

After a brief oeremony during 
which tbe soldiers were presented 
with garlands by Afghan men 
and women, the convoy set ofT 
towards the north. 

It will take the troops about 
two days to reach the Soviet bor- 
der town ofTcrmez. 

Dozens of Afghans, many 
wearing traditional turban's 
came lo say goodbye. 

Some opted for a more Wes- 
tern look. One young man carry- 
ing a bunch of flowers for the 


depart ipg SovieL soldiers wore a 
“Rambo" T-shirt with a picture 
of American movie actor Sylve- 
ster Stallone on it. 

The convoy of armoured per- 
sonnel carriers, tanks and lorries 
had lined up early in the morning 
in front of the Soviet Army 
barracks in the northern area of 
Kabul. 

Flowers 

As the column started to move 
and passed in front of the 
barracks, the Afghans tossed 
flowers and waved farewell. 
Standing or seated in their vehi- 
cles, the Soviet soldiers in bush 
hats gazed impassively at the 
scene. 

Several Afghan schoolgirls in 
dark grey uniforms were also 
among the crowd, smiling shyly 
at the soldiers and foreign repor- 
ters. 

Towards the end of the con- 
voy. two Soviet girls exchanged a 
few words with young men 
seated on a tank and were later 
seen wiping away tears as the 
vehicle rolled past. 

Moscow’s troop will have left 
all but four of Afghanistan's 29 
provinces within the coming 


days, Soviet officials have said. 

Under UN-mediated accords 
signed in Geneva four months 
ago. the Soviet Union promised 
to withdraw half its 100.000 
troops in Afghanistan by A ug 1 5 
and the remainder by Feb 15. 

Soviet media say the southern 
part of the country is already 
empty of Moscow's forces. 

Bui foreign analysis expect the 
Soviet Union to keep a strong 
military presence in Kabul for 
some lime to come. They 
estimate up to 22,000 Soviet 
troops are based in and around 
the city. 

Kabulhascome underincreas- 
ing attack by Afghan rebels since 
the Soviet pullout began nearly 
■ thr *e months ago. 

Three rockets fell on Kabul 
yesterday, the last day of Soviet 
Foreign Minister' Eduard 
Shevardnadze's visit to the city. 
One man was injured in the 
attack. 

The UN-mediated accords 
governing the pullout were sig- 
ned in Geneva by Pakistan and 
Afghanistan, with the United 
StaLes and the Soviet Union act- 
ing as guarantors. 


'Murder of democracy’ in Nagaland 


MPs protest Rajiv’s action 


NEW DELHI. Aug 8, (UPJV. 
Opposition members today stor- 
med out of parliament to protest 
as a “murder of democracy" 
Prime Minister Rajiv Gandhi's 
decision to dissolve the 
Nagaland assembly, sack its 
government and lake direct con- 
trol of the northeastern state. 

The walkouts came after the 
speaker of the lower house and 
the chairman of the upper house 
rejected opposition demands for 
immediate discussionson Rajiv's 
decision to impose “President's 
rule” on Nagaland. 

After the walkouts, the 
speaker of the lower house, 
Balram Jakhar, derided to allow 
a discussion of the issue in the 
afternoon. 

The government last night 
invoked President's rule in dis- 
missing Nagaland's 18-monlh- 
old Congress (0 Party adminis- 
tration, dissolving the assembly 
and taking control of the state. 

Under the constitution, the 


declaration of President's rule is 
recommended to the President 
by the Prime Minister when he 
determines that a stale adminis- 
tration is unable to fulfill ils 
duties. The President's assent is 
pro forma. 

The declaration lasts for six 
months, after which new elec- 
tions must be held unless an 
extension is approved by 
parliament 

The government said the move 
was taken because the Nagaland 
administration had lost the 
ability to administer the 
predominantly Christian state of 
773,280 people bordering 
Burma. 

Charged 

But opposition leaders char- 
ged Rajiv wanted to prevent the 
Naga People’s Council, formed 
by two opposition parties and 1 3 
lawmakers who resigned from 
the Congress (I) Party last week, 
from taking power. 

The resignations left the ruling 


pa rty with only 21 sea is in the 60- 
member slate assembly, while the 
Naga People's Council claimed 
to hold a majority of 35. 

Senior members of Rajiv's 
cabinet tried in vain throughout 
last week to woo back the 13 
lawmakers. 

In parliament's lower house, 
or Lok Sabha. opposition mem- 
bers shouted slogans for 20 min- 
utes condemning the govern- 
ment’s decision to impose 
President's rule and demanding 
the issue be discussed. 

“We want to censure the 
government. It is a murder of 
democracy.” Communist Party 
of India ieader Indeijii Gupta 
shouted as other lawmakers 
chanted “shame, shame." 

Janata Party leader Madhu 
Dandavate, echoing contentions 
of other opposition members, 
charged the government should 
have first consulted parliament 
before deciding to impose 
President’s role. 


Pakistan announced over the 
weekend that it captured tbe 
Soviet pilot of an intruding 
military aircraft from Afghanis- 
tan shot down by a Pakistani F- 
16 about 16 km inside Pakistan 
late Thursday. 

The Defence Ministry said the 
pilot had parachuted to safety. 

It was the fourth downing of 
an intruding aircraft from Afgh- 
anistan since the Soviet Union 
invaded its southern neighbour 
in December 1979. 

A government official said 
yeslcrdu) the pilot was a SovieL 
national and was seized by tribes- 
men as he was wandering near 
the town of Miran Shah. abouL 
ISO km southwest of the frontier 
city of Peshawar. 

The official said the pilot was 
flown out of Miran Shah yester- 
day in a Pakistani helicopter, but 
his destination could not be con- 
firmed. 

Konarovskv said 25 of .Afgh- 
anistan's 3U p’ro\ inces would be 
cleared of Soviet troops within 
the next eight days. The Geneva 
accord specifies that at least half 
the Soviet troops be withdrawn 
by Aug 15.

A1 Hashel said that during the 
academic years 1988-89 and 
1989-90, several programmes 
have been planned. 

Guidance 

These include the educational 
guidance programme diploma, 
preparing teachers for retardant 
students, sponsoring a con- 
ference to determine the best 
ways to encourage outstanding 
students, implementation of an 
agreement between Lhe faculty 
and the Ministry of Education 
and Kuwait Airways Corpora- 
tion (KAC). in addition Lo 
admitting about 500 students. 

A1 Hashel said that the 
agreement between the faculty 
and the Ministry of Education is 
aimed at co-ordinating efforts 
towards more progress in the 
field of education, in addition lo 
arranging training courses for 
the faculty's personnel. 

The official denied that the 
faculty admitted students who 
had low average percentages. He 
stressed that the average percen- 
tage was fixed at 70.2 percent as a 
minimum for arts and at a 62-2 
percent minimum for science. 


of the Public Authority for 
Applied Education and Training 
and the teachers institutes, 
provided the latter obtained a 
"very good evaluation" and had 
60 percent as a minimum average 
at high schools. 


He said that admissions were 
open not only for higher schools 
new graduates, but, also to those 


AJ Hashel clarified that the 
admission percentage is defined 
in the light of the state's needs for 
graduates. 

Replying to a question, he said 
that many students refrained 
from joining the science division 
because classes were basically in 
English. 

Additionally, he said, there 
was a lack of awareness and 
family guidance. 

The credit hours system 
applied in the faculty was the 
result of serious and intensified 
studies on the very nature of 
education and took into con- 
sideration the psychology of 
studems, he said. He added that 
the system had been applied at 
several countries and had proved 
efficient 

Modification 

However, the dean admitted, 
that the system in its presenL form 
needed some slight modification 
to tailor it to Kuwait's commun- 
ity nature. 

Responding to a question on 
whether the faculty had found 
solutions to the curriculum 
problems at the faculties of 
science, letters and sharia 
(religion), A1 Hashel said a com- 
mittee was formed and the 
faculty was keen to co-ordinate 
and co-operate with other facul- 
ties in this respect.

"The sale will provide a defen- 
sive air capability which meets 
Kuwait's long-term 

requirements." Oakley said.

The crew of the Vincennes said 
they had mistaken theairliner for 
an attacking fighter. A US Navy 
investigation showed human 
error by the crew was to blame, 
according to US defence 


officials. 

Meanwhile, the international 
aviation experts probing the 
downing of an Iranian airliner 
said today they wanted to visit 
the US warship. 

The International Civil Avia- 
tion Organisation (ICAO) 
experts are visiting Dubai to 
examine airport records of the 
Iran Air aircraft. 

“We have had Iran’s co-opera- 
tion and I have no reason to think 
we will not get it from the United 
States too,” delegation spokes- 
man Christian Eigl told Reuters. 
The team arrived from Tehran 
on Sunday. 

Eigl said the team did not yet 


have a full picLureof Lhe incident, 
which US officials have acknow- 
ledged was caused by human 
erro r on the part of the Vincennes 
crew. 

Hoped 

The ICAO spokesman said he 
hoped the team would be allowed 
on board the Vincennes, which 
shipping sources said was now in 
the Indian Ocean. 

The experts from the Mon- 
treal-based ICAO spoke to air- 
port officials in Bandar Abbas 
while in Iran. 

The ICAO team is due to leave 
for Abu Dhabi tomorrow to 
meet airport officials there, Eigl 
said.

The officials' arrival coincided 
with Iran’s announcement yes- 
terday it would agree to an Iraqi 
ceasefire proposal. A day earlier 
Iraq dropped its demand for 
face-to-face talks prior to a truce, 
paving the way for yeslerday’s 
breakthrough. 

Filali is also expected to dis- 
cuss with the secretary-general 
the forthcoming UN-sponsored 
talks lo settle the war.

10 US warships in 
routine changeover 


MANAMA. Aug 8, (AP): Ten 
US warships, including the 
nuclear-powered aircraft carrier 
Carl M. Vinson, have arrived in 
the Arabian Sea in changeovers 
that Navy officials said yesterday 
were unrelated to Gulf war 
ceasefire efforts. 

The 91,487-ton carrier and its 
battle group, all based on the US 
West CoasL replaced an East 
Coast contingent headed by the 
carrier Forres lal, which had been 
on station in the region since 
mid- May. 

Reduce 

The Navy has maintained a 
carrier baLtle group in the 
Arabian Sea for the past year to 
provide air support for the war- 
ships escorting US-flagged tank- 
ers inside the Gulf. 

All of the ships are pan of the 
joint task force Middle East, 
commanded by Rear Adm. 
Anthony A. Less. 

Top Pentagon officials have 
said that the United Slates will 
reduce its 27-ship force in the 
Gulf region if and when a 
ceasefire in the nearly eight-year- 
old war between Iran and Iraq 
goes into efTcct, but have set no 
date. 

The latest switch was a 
"routine turnover’' in which the 
US force level remains essentially 
unchanged, according to a US 
Navy official in the Gulf, who 
asked not to be identified. 

Arriving with the Carl M. Vin- 
son were the nuclear-powered 
cruiser Texas, the missile des- 
troyer Robison and Golds- 
borough, the frigate Fanning, 
the oilers Roanoke and Passum- 
psic, the ammunition ship Flint 
and the Niagara Falls, a supply 
ship. 


The Forrestal and its escorts 
transited the Suez Canal on 
Saturday, en route back to the 
United Slates. * The group 
incl uded the destroyer Spruance. 
missile destroyers Dahlgren and 
Semmes, frigates Pharris and 
Elmer Montgomery, the oiler 
Milwaukee and the ammunition 
ship Suribachi. 

Although there was no change 
in overall numbers, the newly 


arrived group represents a cut- 
shii 


back in combat ships from six to 
five. US officials said that had no 
special significance, as there are 
often variations in the “mix” of 
warships. 

Another recently, departed 
ship, the destroyer lender 
Samuel P. Gompers, has been 
replaced by the Emory S. Land, a 
submarine tender specially desig- 
ned to service nuclear plants. 

The US Navy is believed to 
maintain one or more nuclear- 
powered submarines in an area 
where one of its carrier battle 
groups is operating. 

There are currently 16 US war- 
ships in the Gulf in addition to 
those outside. Six of those in the 
Gulf are minesweepers. 

The missile cruiser Vincennes, 
which pulled out of the Gulf two 
weeks ago, is continuing to 
operate in the Arabian Sea as 
part of the joint task force, the 
officials said. 

The “Attps-type” cruiser had 
been idled (or two weeks while a 
leant of military investigators 
conducted an investigation into 
the shooting down of an Iranian 
jetiiner by the Vincennes on July 
3.

No room for manoeuvring 


TWO local newspapers yesterday expressed guarded optimism 
about Iran's intentions but warned that after Q’gnt year s o f 
merciless bloodletting the situation cannot accommodate man- 
oeuvres and juggling with words. 

Speaking of the agreement by Iran and Iraq to a ceasefire that will 
be followed by face-to-face talks, one daily said the peace process 
would not be a joyride. 

"Some political iwists might occur on the Iranian arena and 
hamper implementation of UN Security Council Resolution 598 
and bring the war rituals to life again the paper said in a front-page 
editorial. 

It added that all Iran wanted to do was reciprocate Iraq s goodwill 
gestures and to employ the latest developments to achieve peace 
for its own interest and the interests of its neighbours. 


Another Kuwaiti newspaper said Iraq had the right to be sceptical 
about Iran's acceptance of Resolution 598. and described 
Tehran's new attitude as a sudden turnaround. 

In a front-page editorial comment the daily hinted that Iran's 
latest agreement to direct talks with Iraq should be formally 
documented at the United Nations if the peace process in the Gulf 
was to ftow smoothly. 


Mubarak receives 


Saddam’s message 


CAIRO, Aug 8, (Agencies): 
President Hosni Mubarak met 
today with a top Iraqi leader who 
delivered a message from his 
President and discussed current 
UN-sponsored efforts to end the 
Iran-Iraq war. 

Taha Yassin Ramadan, Iraq's 
First Deputy Premier and mem- 
ber of the ruling Revolutionary 
Command Council, arrived in 
Cairo today at the start of a tour 
that also will take him to Tunisia, 
Algeria and Morocco. 

He told reporters he delivered 
to Mubarak a message from 
Iraqi President Saddam Hussein 
on bilateral relations and efforts 


for a peaceful settlement of his 
country's war with Iran. 

Another Iraqi Revolutionary 
Command Council member 
Saadoun Shaker left Baghdad 
today for Khartoum, carrying a 
similar message from Hussein to 


the chairman of the five-man 
Sudanese Supreme Council 
Ahmed Al Mirghani. 

UN Secretary-General Javier 
Perez dc Cuellar said yesterday 
that Iran and Iraq have agreed to 
ceasefire conditions and that he 
plans to announce the mice dale 
today. The agreement became 
possible when Iraq gave up its 
insistence that a ceasefire be 
preceded by direct talks, a 
demand that Iran strongly- 
opposed. 

Appreciation 
Ramadan said Hussein's Mes- 
sage to Mubarak “reiterated 
appreciation for Egypt’s support 
of Iraq's legitimate defence of its 
national sovereignly and its 
effort to achieve peace.” 

This apparently referred to 
Egypt's arms aid to Iraq, which 
Western diplomats in Cairo 
valued at more than S 1.5 billion.

Spratly Islands 

Next Sino-Vietnam 
flash-point

HONG KONG. (UPl): A 
sprinkling of uninhabited sand- 
bars, atolls and low-lying reefs in 
the middle of (he South China 
Sea seems an unlikely site for the 
latest buildup of military forces 
in Asia. 

Yet these chips of unpromis- 
ing land, collectively known as 
the Spratly Islands, are claimed 
in whole or part by five nations 
— Vietnam, China, Taiwan, 
Malaysia and the Philippines. Ail 
of them maintain troops in the 
Spratlys and appear ready to 
defend their territorial claims by 
force if need be. 

Only 33 of the 1 ,000 bits and 
pieces of land in the Spratlys 
qualify for actual islands. Except 
lor the various military forces, 
they are uninhabited. 

The Spratlys most recently 
made news when three US navy 
fliers crash-landed in the islands 
in July after their transport plane 
ran out of fuel en route from 
Singapore to the Philippines. 

The uninjured fliers were res- 
cued by Vietnamese patrol craft. 
In sharp contrast with usual rela- 
tions between Hanoi and 
Washington, they were handed 
back to US officials just a week 
later. 

Clash 

More seriously, earlier this 
year the Spratlys were the scene 
of the most recent armed clash 
between Asia’s rival communist 
powers, China and Vietnam. 
Their dispute threatens to drag in 
other claimants to the strategic 
archipelago. 

“This is all part of major 
political and military changes in 
the region." said a Western 
diplomat. “The Spratlys are 
important for naval and global- 
regional strategy. 

“China is the biggest actor in 
the region, and for various his- 
toric, economic and security 
reasons it sees this part of the 
South China Sea as its sphere of 
influence and is determined to 
keep out any rivals, especially 
Vietnam.” 

Moreover, the Spratlys strad- 
dle commercial shipping lanes. 
They just might have extensive 
petroleum deposits. 

Spread over some 65.000 
square miles 1 168.000 sq km) of 
the South China Sea, iheSprallys 


are 250 miles (400 kra) southeast 
of the former US military base at 
Cam Ranh Bay, Vietnam, and 
600 miles (950 km) south of 
China's Hainan Island. 

On March 14. a lengthy war of- 
words between Hanoi and Beij- 
ing over control of the Spratlys 
sparked an armed clash that 
reportedly left more than 70 Viet- 
namese troops missing or dead 
and two of Hanoi's ships at the 
bottom of the sea. Chinese 
casualties, if any, were not 
known. 

Hanoi formally proposed 
peace talks with China on March 
17 to end the dispute and called 
for both sides to “commit them- 
selves not to use force to settle 
disputes." 

But China, Vietnam and the 
less powerful nations claiming 
the Spratlys are building up their 
military forces in the islands in 
case peaceful discussions do not 
settle the question. 

“Nobody wants Lo go to war 
Lhe Spratlys, and the countries 
involved are playing down the 
dispute right now," the diplomat 
said. “As long as everyone main- 
tains their traditional Lhere is no 


“But if Vietnam or China 
moves on the islands claimed by 
the others, watch out, because 
there is the question of face and 
prestige involved and they 
couldn't let that kind of thing 
pass." 

China acknowledges it has 
stepped up patrols, carried out 
military exercises and reinforced 
defences around the islands it 
controls. 

Military analysts say China is 
determined to maintain its 
sovereignty to prevent the spread 
of Vietnamese — and hence 
Soviet — influence in the region 
and to monitor Russian activity 
at Cam Ranh Bay. 

The analysts say Vietnam 
maintains about 30 ships in rhe 
area. China has fewer but larger 
and better armed vessels in the 
Spratlys. Beijing regularly sends 
air patrols over the islands. 

Although outgunned by the 
Chinese. Vietnam has the advan- 
tage of proximity and its MiG- 
23A fighters can provide air 
cover in the islands. In 1987, it 
began equipping the island of 
Paichiao us a naval base with a 
1.500- foot (450m) paved airstrip, 
military sources said. 


American hostages in Lebanon 


Iran’s bait for 
warming of relations

WASHINGTON, (UP1): With 
Iran seeking to use American 
hostages in Lebanon as bail for a 
warming of relations with the 
United States, a Stale Depart- 
ment official said sardonically: 
“We always knew that the Iran- 
ian moderate would turn out to 
be a mullah running short of 
ammunition." 

That summed up Iran's dif- 
ficulties as strongman Mi Akbar 
Hashemi Rafsanjani. who 
increasingly appears to be 
Tehran's voice of reason, seeks to 
extricate Iran from a losing war 
effort, internal political strife 
and imminent economic disaster 
by using the nine US hostages as 
a bargaining curd. 

The United Stales, however, 
faces its own problems in how to 
respond to the feelers, especially 
after the Iran-Contra embarrass- 
ment in which Washington 
provided weapons to Tehran in 
return for what it feels were 
empty promises for release of the 
hostages. 

Wrestle 

The lame-duck Reagan 
administration, burned once by- 
Iran. has to wrestle with the 
American public's basic anath- 
ema to the Iranian regime com- 
bined with the humanitarian 
desire to gain freedom for the 
Americans held for up lo three 
years. 

Dealing with Tehran can be 
slow and painful, but there is at 
least one recent precedent to 
indicate that the United Stales 
and Iran may be able to resolve 
the hostage issue and begin cas- 
ing nine years of hostility since 
the Islamic Revolutionary 
government took power. 

In May Iran helped arrange 
for the release of France's lasL 
three hostages in Lebanon in 
return for economic gains. 

The White House and the 


State Department both swiftly 
rejected any deals in reply to Raf- 
sanjani's feeler Tuesday calling 
for Washington lo release part of 
SI billion in frozen Iranian assets 
in return to help on the hostages. 

Publicly, the United States 
could hardly say anything else 
after the Iran-Contra scandal. 
However, there is bound to be 
increased pressure from the hos- 
tage families citing the example 
of France geuing its captives 
back. 

Despite the US refusal to 
negotiate, some analysts see the 
potential for settlement of the 
sticky -problem if Iran and Iraq 
end their war. 

In such a situation, the United 
States may be able to reduce its 
forces in Gulf and the improved 
atmosphere could make it easier 
lo release Iran's frozen assets, 
both key demands by Tehran. 

Iran has already sent broad 
hints on the release of the hos- 
tages and the end or hostilities 
with Iraq could provide a for- 
mula for better relations with the 
rest of the world which would 
include an end to Iranian support 
for terrorism, a major US 
demand. 

Rafsanjani has previously 
offered lo work toward releasing 
the hostages if the United States 
would unfreeze some of the Iran- 
ian assets. 

But this time, there is a dif- 
ference because Iran appears lo 
be interested in opening up lo the 
outside world. 

An authoritative Strte Depar- 
tment official, however, said he 
did not think Rafsunjani's olTer 
was the move that could break 
the long hostage stalemate. 

"Rafsanjani didn’t say any- 
thing he hasn't said before and he 
knows we have rejected," such a 
tradeoff, the official said. 

The implied message is that the 
United States will wait for Iran to 
make further moves. 


Idealists talk about United States of Europe 

srrr. = Contradictions are almost 


BRUSSELS: in Brussels, 

Europe's contradictions are 
almost palpable. 

On a cool summer day at the 
rather uninspiring, blocklike 
office park of Bariaymont where 
the European Economic Com- 
munity (EEC) is headquartered, 
bureaucrats from a dozen 
nations labour to evolve Europe. 
Idealists talk about a common 
European currency, a common 
central bank — and the United 
Stales of Europe. 

But only minutes away from 
the multilingual unity factory of 
Berlaymont is Woluwe St Ste- 
phens, one of Brussels's 1 9 ethnic 
communes. This one is mixed 
Flemish-Walloon. Last winter, 
the Flemish mayor tried to shut 
off French- language directory 
assistance for the Walloons in 
her district. She did not succeed, 
but that she tried shows the dif- 
ferences that continue to divide 
this continent. 

Such pettiness will have to be 
overcome if European unity is to 
proceed. It is only one reason 
that there is skepticism among 
important players in West Ger- 
many and Great Britain, for ins- 
tance, about throwing in com- 
pletely with Europe. They like 
the single market, they trust each 
other, and all adhere, in the main, 
to the same free- market stan- 
dards. But they are not so sure 
they should cede much more of 
their national sovereignty. 

Grouse 

Teddy Taylor, a parliamen- 
tarian from Essex outside Lon- 
don, grouses that “the Continent 
is basically proieclionistic, 
socialistic, and bureaucratic — 
and noLhing has changed.” 

The British government hear- 
tily endorses the single market, 
but officials privately express 
their qualms aoout going much 
further, especially if it means giv- 
ing up British sovereignty. 

Britain is hesitant, for ins- 
tance. to fully join the European 
Monetary System and peg the 
pound to the mark. Freedom to 
tune the economy is prized by the 
British Prime Minister Margaret 
Thatcher. And British business, 
according lo a survey by Touche 
Ross & Co., the accounting firm, 
has also been slower than others 
to recognize the importance of 
the European market. 

But things are changing. The 
Department of Trade and I ndus- 
try (DTI) says that while only 16 


per cent of British businessmen 
knew about the 1992 single 
market when surveyed last 
autumn, 60 per cent now know. 

Behind the lingering doubts, 
says Helen Wallace, a fellow at 
the Royal Institute for Inter- 
national Affairs in London, “is 
the fact that we are locked into 
the European system." 

On the eastern end of the Com- 
munity, Germany has concerns 
of its own. This is most readily 
seen in the question of money. 
While Bonn is strongly pro- 
European, the real power is to be 
found in Frankfurt — in the aus- 
tere concrete-and-glass box that 
houses the Bundesbank, Ger- 
many's powerful central bank. 

Independent 

The Bank of France and the 
Bank of England are not 
politically independent. The 
Bundesbank is. H uses its 
freedom to wage holy war 
against inflation. That has 
established the mark as the cen- 
tre of gravity for all the curren- 
cies ofWestern Europe. 

The bank is gamely going 
along with EEC desires to study 
creation of a European central 
bank lo manage European com- 
merce. But Bundesbank 
President Karl Otto Poe hi has 
said any Euro-bank would have 
to be, essentially, a big Bundes- 
bank. 

That’s not exactly what Paris 
and London- have in mind. 
President Francois Mitterrand 
wants a “European bank of cen- 
tral banks," meaning a weak, 
backup bank. Britain wants 
Bundesbank-type independence 
but not German dominance. 

EEC leaders, meeting recently 
in a summit in Hannover. West 
Germany, were studying the 
issue. But with such big differen- 
ces, officials of the Bank of 
France, the Bank of England, 
and Lhe Bundesbank separately 
concede that a European central 
bank is a long way off. 

Then there is the question of 
taxes. Each nation charges dif- 
ferent levels of value-added tax 
(VAT), which is akin to a sales 
tax. 

The British are particularly 
emotional about the VATs, 
especially the ones they would 
have increase to come into line 
with the Community. Higher 
taxes on baby's shoes is a par-

ticularly upsetting example. “If 
you’re a parent with cnildren 
constantly growing out of shoes, 
you’d understand," says John 
Mayes of the DTI.' 

“I really don't believe the 
VATs can be harmonized by 
1992," concedes Francis Maude, 
No. 2 minister in the DTI. “It’s 
not a problem for trading pur- 
poses, but it will have to be 
addressed at some stage." 

In France — where l he govern- 
ment is a prime booster of 1992 
unification — liberalized capital 
movement could cause big 
problems. 

Most French government 
revenue comes by taxes on goods 
and services. In an open market, 
lower- tax German or British 
items would be more attractive. 
French shoppers would dart 
across the bolder. Tax revenues 
would plummet. 

Income tax could compensate, 
but the French dislike income 
taxes. “It's a social problem, not 
a technical one," says Andre 
Gaucon, a high-ranking official 
in the Ministry of Finance. “We 
have no solution to this (tax) 
problem as yet." 

In the past, the EEC members 
have finessed such problems by 
erecting invisible barriers — 
complex technical standards, 
mountains of paperwork — to 
take the place of the visible ones 
they were dropping. But 1992 is 
supposed to sweep away even the 
invisible barriers. 

However, problems remain: 

9 Open internal borders could 
allow terrorists or drug dealers to 
slip through lax airports such as 
Athens or Rome and make their 
wayto London or Bonn. 

• The EEC has already man-

dated free movement of labour, 
but ethnic favoritism makes this 
difficult to achieve in practice. 

• Political pressure could inten- 
sify if workers lose their jobs in a 
more internally competitive 
Europe; governments could fall 
back on protectionism. 

“We’re getting some hints now 
that the transition costs could be 
Loo high," says Pierre Jacquet of 
the French Institute of Inter- 
national Relations. But “it's loo 
early for the conventional wis- 
dom about 1992 to be challen- 
ged." 

On a retai ning wall just ou tside 
the Berlaymont is faded graffiti 
that reads, “Defen do ns notre 
identite." Ills directedat French- 
speaking Walloons. It could also 
be the secret concern of govern- 
ments as they consider giving up 
national sovereignty. 

Function 

European government is som- 
ewhat luce that of the United 
States during the Artkfesof Con- 
federation just after the 
American Revolution. Each 
European Economic Commun- 
ity member is a nation in its own 
right. Giving up power to Brus- 
sels is not done lightly. This is 
how the three branches of EEC 
governme nt fu nction : 

EXECUTIVE: The Brussels- 
based Commission of the 
European Economic Commun- 
ities. This is like the executive 
branch in the United States. 
Members are appointed by 
governments of the 1 2 Commun- 
ity nations for four-year terms. 
The president (currently Jacques 
Delore of France) and -vice- 
president serve for two-year ren- 
ewable terms.

Reagan will personally endorse Bush 


Choice of a running mate still a mystery

WASHINGTON: Amid confetti 
and hoopla, George Bush will 
claim the Republican presiden- 
tial nomination on Aug 1 8 with a 
ringing personal endorsement 
from President Ronald Reagan. 
The only suspense at the party's 
national convention will be over 
Bush's vice-presidential running 
mate. 

In the nationally televised con- 
vention from the Superdome, a 
covered football stadium in New 
Orleans, the Republicans gather 
to launch their bid for the Nov 8 
election against Democrat 
Michael Dukakis. 

Bush is assured of winning the 
nomination at Lhe four-day con- 
vention starting Aug 15, but his 
choice of a vice-presidential run- 
ning mate will inject some 
excitemenL. 

Bush's aides have said he will 
wail until after he is nominated to 
announce his decision. The vice- 
presidential nominee, who is the 
choice of the presidential can- 
didate. is supposed to draw 
voters who may not be as attrac- 
ted to Lhe presidential candidate. 

Support 

Dukakis chose moderate-con- 
servative Senator Lloyd Bentsen 
of Texas in an obvious bid for 
support from more conservative 
voters and from citizens of Bent- 
sen's home s tale. Texas, the third 
largest state, has little in common 
with Massachusetts, where Duk- 
akis serves as governor. 

Bush, who also claims Texas as 
his home slaLe, has several possi- 
ble choices: A woman to streng- 
then his appeal among female 
voters; someone who is more 


conservative than he to hold the 
right wing of his party; or a 
politician with special regional 
appeal in California, Lhe most 
populous state, or possibly Lhe 
MidwesL or south. 

Sen. Robert Dole of Kansas, 
or his wife, former Transporta- 
tion Secretary Elizabeth Dole, 
conservative Congressman Jack 
Kemp of New York, Gov. 
George Deukmeijian of Califor- 
nia, Gov. Jim Thompson of Illin- 
ois, former Tennessee Gov. 
Lamar Alexander and former 
Tennessee senator and White 
House Chief of StaiT Howard 
Baker are thought to be under 
consideration. 

Reagan will rally the 
Republican forces on Monday, 
the first day of the convention, 
then go for a rest to bis ranch in 
California so that Bush, his vice- 
president, can assume centre 
stage without having to compete 
with the popular president 

Some 2,277 Republican 
delegates fronithe50 states and 
Washington, D.C. Guam, 
Puerto Rico and the Virgin 
Islands will auend the event, 
which is expecLed to be as 
carefully staged as the 
Democratic convention in 
Atlanta last month. 

The parties have been 
increasingly relying on slate-by- 
slate primary elections lo choose 
their presidential nominees, 
making the conventions less 
dramatic as they have assumed 
the role of a rubber stamp.. 

Bush has been considered 
unbeatable since his victories on 
March 8 or “Super Tuesday,” 
when he won the contests in 1 6 of 
the 1 8 slates voting that day.

By April 26 the total of 
delegates supporting him from 
the states he nad won had risen 
past the 1 , 1 39 majority needed to 
guarantee him the nomination. 
Bush's delegate total going into 
Lhe convention is 1,998. He is 
essentially unchallenged, alth- 
ough Pat Robertson still retains 
the support of 93 delegates. 

While the party faithful are as 
fervent as ever, national interest 
in the conventions has decreased, 
demonstrated most dearly in 
television viewer ratings, which 
have been dropping since 1976. 

Reducing 

The disenchanted networks 
have been reducing coverage and 
no longer have five “gavel to 
gavel ’’ coverage from start lo fin- 
ish of each days' session of the 
quadrennial affairs. 

Instead the networks concen- 
trate on only two or three hours 
in the evenings so that they can 
cover the most important spee- 
ches and the nomination. 

The highlights of the 


Republican gathering will 
include Reagan's speech on 
Monday, the “keynote" address 
.by Gov. Thomas Kean of New 
Jersey on Tuesday, the state-by- 
state roll call vote forpresidential 
nomination on Wednesday and 
Bush's acceptance speech on 
Thursday. 

Kean, a moderate, is popular 
with Democrats as well as 
Republicans in his home state, 
and urges his party to expand its 
appeal beyond traditional- sup- 
porters — the affluent and mid- 
dle-income whites. 

Excited 

“We are extremely excited that 
the same voice of leadership that 
has inspired the people of New 
Jersey will be in New Orleans to 
send our troops oat into battle,” 
said Bosh. 

Bush has chosen a more con- 
servative Republican, Senator 
Phil Gramm of Texas to give his 
nominating speech. 

Gramm says he wants to 
“remind people what the world 
was like that cold day in January 
(1981) when Ronald Reagan and 
George Bush took the oath of 
office" to replace Democratic 
President Jimmy Carter and his 
vice-president, Walter Mondale. 
Gramm says he will point up the 
successes of Reagan and Bush in 
office. 

The convention also will adopt 
the party’s “platform,” orpolicy 
statement. This is mainly expec- 
ted lo be a restatement of 
Reagan’s 1984 platform, with 
some of Bush’s concerns thrown 
in, such as increasing govern- . 
merit support for education and 
childcare. 


Drug smuggling in Jamaica

KINGSTON. Jamaica, (AP): 
Harassed by crop burnings, air 
surveillance ana cratering by 
police of illegal landing strips, 
drug ba rons have begun lo sra ug- 
gle marijuana out of Jamaica in 
shipments of pumpkins, books 
and flip-flop sandals. 

Business leaders say the drug 
traffic threatens Jamaica’s entire 
export industry, which along 
with tourism is the economy's 
most vibrant. Thousands of jobs 
and millions of dollars in 
precious foreign earnings are at 
stake. 

“The problem is critical,” said 
Lascelles Chin, managing direc- 
tor of Henkel Chemicals. "If this 
is not curtailed, we are all in for a 
tough time.” 

Shippers say with the tough 
government measures against 
trafficking, drug barons now are 


managing to slip marijuana, or' 
ganjaasiliscalled here, into legal 
cargoes. Some have been detec- 
ted by US customs agents and the 
shipping companies, even 
though they be unaware of the 
shipments, face heavy fines. 

Many have become reluctant 
to handle Jamaican exports. 

Fined 

In Februaiy. for example, a 
Kirk Lines ship. theMercandian 
Supplier, was found to be carry- 
ing 13,000 pounds (5.900 kilos) 
of marijuana in its cargo of 
crackers bound for Miami, 
Florida, the US customs service 
fined the company SI 03 million. 

The biggest cargo carrier to 
serve this Cam'bbean nation. 
Evergreen Shipping of Taiwan, 
derided in June it will deliver but 


no longer accept containers in 
Jamaica after US customs in 
New Orleans found marijuana 
hidden aboard them in iate 1 986. 
The company is negotiating with 
US customs on the amount of. 
fines lo be imposed. 

US customs ordinarily 
imposes fines at Lhe rate of $590 
an ounce (28 grams) of 
marijuana found, but it offers 
companies the opportunity to 
present mitigating evidence in an 
effort to lower those set amounts. 

Four Air Jamaica planes have 
been seized in New York and 
Miami after contraband drugs 
were found aboard. 

Exports are vital to this poor 
island nation of 2.4 million peo- 
ple, where one of every four 
members of the work force is 


unemployed. 

As world markets and prices 
collapsed in the L980s for 
Jamaica's traditional products 

— bauxite (from which alumin- 
ium is made), sugar and bananas 

— other exports have picked up 
the slack. 

About 29,000 jobs were 
created in factories making dres- 
ses, pants and other clothes for 
US companies. Last year, 
exports raised more than S700 
million in foreign exchange, 
which Jamaica needs to buy oil, 
machinery, spare parts and food.

LEGISLATIVE: The Council 
of Ministers and the European 
Parliament. 

• The Council of Ministers 
resembles the US Senate when 
governors appointed senators. It 
is composed of ministers from 
each of the member states, 
delegated according to what 
subject (foreign affairs, econ- 
omics, agriculture, etc.) will be 
discussed. They meet once a 
month. The presidency changes 
each six months. It is currently 
held by Greece. 

Voting is either by simple 
majority, qualified majority, or 
unanimity, depending on the 
subject. Qualified majority vot- 
ing gives large nations such as 
France, Germany, Italy, and 
Britain more votes than smaller 
ones. 

Government leaders from the 
12 member countries meet in a 
summit twice a year to oversee 
development of the EEC. The 
summit, held at the capital of the 
nation with current presidency of 
Council of Ministers, was held in 
Hannover recently. 

• Like the US House of 
Representatives, the European 
Parliament is elected directly by 
Europeans (next elections in 
June 1989). It has 518 members 
and is generally an advisory 
body. The Parliament is based in 
Luxembourg, meets annually in 
Strasbourg, holds committee 
sessions in Brussels. This road 
show goes a long way to hamper 
the effectiveness of the 
Parliament. Lord Charles Plumb 
of Britain is currently president 
of the Parliament. 

JUDICIAL: The Court of Jus- 
tice, based in Luxembourg, is like 
a combination of the US 
Supreme Court and the Justice 
Department. It has 1 3 judges and 
six advocates general, all appoin- 
ted for renweable six-year terms 
by governments of member 
states. This gives the judiciary 
substantial independence. The 
Court of Justice rules on cases 
involving EEC treaties. Current 
president of the court is Lord 
MacKenzie Stuart of Britain.

Turks watch Dukakis

ISTANBUL: Turkish politicians 
and the public watched the 
goings on in far away Atlanta 
with keen interest. 

The presence of an official 
seven-member delegation at the 
United States Democratic Par- 
ty's convention in Atlanta under- 
scored the importance which 
Turkey places on this year's 
American presidential election. 

The Turks are seeking to 
establish contacts with presiden- 
tial-hopeful Michael Dukakis, 
whose Greek background had 
spawned some misgivings here. 

The Turkish press has kept a 
close eye on Dukakis' speeches 
and remarks made about him 
And, so far, the image emerging 
from these reports has stirred 
public opinion here. 

Condemned 

In the view of some Turks, 
Dukakis’ speeches have left no 
doubt that he feels strongly 
about his Greek origins and is 
likely to commit himself to pro- 
Greek positions on thorny issues 
between Athens and Ankara. 

Recently, he stated he would 
give special attention to the 
Cyprus “problem." Turkey and 
Greece have long been at logger- 
heads over the division of that 
Mediterranean island between 
inhabitants of Greek and Turk- 
ish origin. In 1974, Turkey lan- 
ded troops on Cyprus, after a 
Greece-backed coup attempL 


u Dukakis has condemned the 
;. ^.Turkish', invasion’’ of Cyprus 
and called for the withdrawal of 
Turkish forces and Turkish set- 
tlers from the island. 

On another issue that touches 
a raw spot with Turks. Dukakis 
supports the Armenian cause 
and has called for the remem- 
brance of the alleged Turkish 
massacre of Armenians during 
World War I in the planned 
Holocaust Museum in Washing- 
ton. (The Turks strongly deny 
that any such massacre took 
place.) 

“Dukakis is indebted to the 
Greek constituency and the 
Greek lobby which is giving him 
in full support," says a Turkish 
diplomat. “If he is elected, he will 
have to pay his debt one wayor 
another, and this will not be in 
Turkey’s favour." 

A Foreign Ministry official, 
however, warns against exag- 
gerating the importance of Duk- 
akis' ethnic origin. But he admits 
that if Dukakis is eiecred, it “will 
create a new situation that Turk- 
ish policy-makers will have lo 
reckon with." Turkey is a mem- 
ber of NATO and has several US 
bases on its soil. According lo 
another senior Turkish official, 
.^lienee shows that when a 
T resident enlers the White 
■ rouse, he acts according to the 
interest of the US, and not 
according to his campaign spee- 
ches.”

AHMED DEEDAT, whose 
toyrcring 6’ 3” frame and grey- 
streaked . beard give him an 
imposing look, is a versatile 
Muslim orator 1 who can hold 
bis audience spellbound for 
hours. 

He has a wide following- in 
many states of the Middle East, 
Britain and the United States. 
He is now visiting his native 
India on a lecture tour. * 

. Among Islamic theologians, 
he is a phenomenon because he 
has had no formal training is 
theology. 

ExceptTor Quranic verses, he 
knows no Arabic and is also 
poor in Urdu. His mastery is 
over the English language, with 
an adequate command of 
Gujarati, his mother tongue. 

Shaikh Deedat, as he is 
popularly known in some Arab 
countries, was bom in India, 
near Surat At the age of seven, 
he migrated with his family to 
South Africa and is presently a 
Durban-based South African 
citizen, from where he operates 
his Islamic Propagation Centre 
IIPCV 

Scion of a trading famil y, 
Deedat gave up business m 
1959 ana took his ‘mission in 
life' which was to propagate 
Islam through lectures and 
debates. 

He and his brother Abdullah 
founded the I PC, which has 
now grown into a huge centre 
for Dawa (Islamic propaga- 
tion), boasting a modem con- 
ference hall, library , publishing 
facilities and a video produc- 
tion unit. 

Deedat is as much an auth- 
ority on the Bible as the Quran, 
and his expertise on the former 
is apparent from the titles of his 
lectures: The Quran or the 
Bible, which is God's word?. 
The Muslim and the Mission- 
ary. Monotheism and Trinity. 
The Bible in Islam, and Jesus, 
the beloved Prophet of Islam. 

Anguish 

Several years ago. Deedat 
had sent a widely publicised 
telegram to the late Pope Paul 
inviting him to embrace Islam, 
which he later changed to seek- 
ing only a meeting with the 
Pope. 

Since then, he has annua lly 
renewed the demand for the 
meeti ng, but without response. 

The preacher's antics arouse 
anguish, anger, resentment and 
sometimes also amusement 
among Christians, who cannot

counter him publicly in M uslim 
countries. 

Early this year. Deedat 
received an unexpected moral 
boost when the American TV 
evangelist. Rev. Jimmy Swag- 
gart, with whom Deedat had 
held a TV debaLe in November 
1986, was defrocked by his 
Church after confessing| that he 
had indulged in offensive sex- 
ual activities. 

The Deedat-Swaggart 
debate was held in two 3-hour- 
long sessions in Baton Rouge, 
Louisiana. 

Deedat received a rich 


reward when he was awarded 
the King Faisal International 
Award for the Service of Islam 
for 1986. The award, given 
annually by the Saudi govern- 
ment, is a kmd of Arab counter- 
part of the Nobel Prize for 
literature. 

“I will not hesitate to say that 
the governments of the Middle 
East are indifferent to the 
Christian propaganda being 
carried out m their area 
through radio, TV and mail," 
says Deedat. 

He is annoyed about the fact 
that irrespective of the official 
curbs on churches and mission- 


aries, the area is “flooded with 
tent-makers and their abodes.” 

He identifies a ‘tent-maker' 
as one who comes to the area on 
a professional assignment but 
is, in reality, a disguised mis- 
sionary who then carries out' 
missionary work in flats and 
private houses. 

At the same time, Deedat 
maintains that he is “not anti- 
Christian.” “How can I be 
when we are part of the Able- 
ts i tab?” he asks (AJile-Kitab, 
meaning People of the Book, 
relates to the mention of Chris- 
tians and Jews in the Quran). 
“It is natural for a religious 


group to feel resenLful when 
Lhings which militateagainst its 
belief are said. But I know that 
most Christians do not regard 
my views as an attack. ’’he stres- 
ses. 

Ahmed Deedat’s views on 
South Africa are equally 
unconventional — he holds 
that, since the country's 
problem is political and not 
religious, only religion can help i 
to rid it of the apartheid stigma. 

“There is complete religious 
freedom in the republic and all 
faiths can preach within their 
own areas and neighbour- 
hoods,” he claims. 

Struggle 

pie struggle against apar- 
theid includes all non-whites 
but only the Christian side of it 
receives prominence; he com- 
plains. 

Muslims form only two per 
cent of the country's popula- 
tion of 32 million, but they are 
making 20 per cent of the 
sacrifices, a fact which is little 
known. 

“The press is full of Steve 
Biko (the black nationalist who 
was tortured to death while in 
prison), and Nelson Mandela 
on Robin Island (where leading 
revolutionaries are jailed), but 
it doesn’t mention that the lead- 
ing Indian Muslim fighter. Dr 
Yusuf Dadu, bad to* flee Lhe 
country and died, in London 
several years ago. 

Maulvi Kacblia also had to 
flee South Africa, while Imam 
Abdullah Harroon died in 
prison. Ahmed Hafeji and 
Ahmed Timol died while in 
detention. Why isn’t this men- 
tioned?" asks Deedat. 

According to the preacher, 
the present black struggle is noL 
likely to lead to any tangible 
result because “there is simply 
too much wealth, power and 
dominance at stake. 

People don't know that 
South Africa generates more 
electricity than the rest of the 
African countries put together, 
and 60 per cent of the black 
continent's total industrial 
production is in South Africa. 

. The white man is not going to 
give up all this for nothing. 
There is only continuous 
bloodshed in store for South 
Africa. And the problem will 
only be solved when the whole 
country goes Muslim, because 
there is no racism in Islam and 
the blacks and the whites will all 
be equal,” concludes Deed&L

Plain clothes Pope shows 
human side of the papacy

VATICAN CITY. (Reuter): 
Pope John Paul has transfor- 
med the face of Lhe papacy in 
many ways but one of lhe most 
fundamental changes was 
brought vividly home this 
month noLat the Vatican but in 
the mountains of nonhern 
Italy. 

Before he assumed the 
papacy in 1978, popes were 
usually aloof, distant figures, 
virtual prisoners in the Vatican 
who had only limited contacts 
with ordinary people. 

Newspaper photographs of 
the pope dressed in anything 
other than his white cassock or 
religious vestments were unth- 
inkable. 

Natural 

But lost month when Vatican 
officials released pictures of the 
pope hiking in ordinary cloth- 
ing through the fog and over 
the streams of the northern 
Italian mountains they seemed 
natural, not shocking or incon- 
gruous. 

The pictures showed the 68- 
year-old pope, who was on a 
10-day private retreat in the 
Dolomites, dressed in baggy 
trousers, hiking boots, a wind- 
breaker jacket and white cap. 

Resting in a mountain stable, 
walking 'with stick in hand 
through thick morning fog or 
crossing a stream, the pope 
looked like any elderly man 
contemplating his past. 

The remarkably human pic- 
tures — one close aide said he 
feared they were “perhaps too 
human" for public consump- 
tion — showed just how much 
the image of the papacy has 
changed in 10 years. 

Pope John Paul has 
dramatically shortened the 
previously long list of the things 
pontiffs are not expected to do. 

He dropped lhe distant, pon- 
tifical ‘we' when referring to 
himself, has t ravelled Lhe world 
to visit Catholics rather than 
oversee the church from isola- 
tion in the Vatican and last year 
became the first pope in 
modern limes to take a holiday 
elsewhere than the papal sum- 
mer retreat at Castelgandolfo. 
□ear Rome.

Many church observers 
belive a psychological turning 
point for the pope and a new era 
in how the public views the 
papacy were reached several 
days after he came within a 
hair's breadth ofdeath ina May 
13, 1981 assassination attempt 
in St Peter's square. 

While recovering from 
severe bullet wounds the pope 
allowed himself to be 
photographed silting up in a 
hospital bed. 

Vulnerable 

The first photograph of a 
pope in other than religious 
garb, it showed him wearing a' 
white hospital robe, intraven- 
ous tubes protruding from his 
arms. 

He appeared gaunt, human, 
as vulnerable as any man to the 
violence of modern times. 

On the last day of his retreat 
— during which he took hikes 
of up to eight hours in the 


mountains above the Dolomite 
hamlet of Lorenrago — the 
pope was asked if he was not 
af raid of appearing too much as 
an ordinary man. 

“Why be afraid of showing 
yourself to be a man among 
men? If Christ was not afraid to 
show himself to be a poor man 
who was in the end executed 
and crucified, how can wc have 
such a fear? This is normal 
thing." he said. 

Gigetta Costala. an elderly 
woman who runs Lorenzago's 
only general goods store, had 
no qualms about seeing pic- 
tures of the pope in garb other 
than his familiar white cassock. 

But she thought a man of his 
stature should dress more 
smartly. So she guessed his size, 
wrapped a pair of her best cor- 
duroy knee-length hiking 
trousers in plain brown paper, 
and sent them to the pope via a 
Vatican aide.

ORPHEUS was the son of 
Oeagrus, King of Thrace, 
and Calliope, one of the 
Nine Muses, who inspired 
poets. Apollo, the god of 
music and poetry, gave 
Orpheus a golden lyre" and 
with this he would go to 
quiet, lonely places and 
play. But he was never left 
alone for long. Ants and 
spiders and bees would 
stop their work and come 
near to listen to him. Birds 
stopped singing and build- 
ing their nests and perched 
on any twig they could 
find, transfixed by the 
beautiful sound of his play- 
ing. Wild beasts heard him 
from afar and would 
gather round to listen, but 
the smaller creatures had 
nothing to fear from them 
while Orpheus' music 
filled the air their savage 
breasts were tamed. Not 
even the trees, the rocks 
and the mountains could 
resist the power of his 
music, and they would 
uproot themselves to come 
and join the magic circle of 
creatures, great and small, 
that had gathered around 
the god-inspired musician. 

When the Argonauts 
went to Colchis in quest of 
the Golden Fleece, 
Orpheus accompanied 
them and it was his enhan- 
ted music which saved his 
companions from being 
lured to death by the sing- 
ing Sirens on whose island 
countless sailors had peri-

shed. It was- the golden 
strains of Orpheus’ lyre 
that lulled to sleep the 
guardian dragon of the 
Fleece itself. 

The nymphs in the 
valleys admired Orpheus, 
and the most beautiful of 
them, Eurydice, fell deeply 
in love with him and 
became his wife. For a 
while they lived together in 
the greatest harmony and 
bliss, for never were the 
bonds of love so strong as 
those which bound these 
two together, but one day 
Eurydice trod on a poison- 
ous snake and was bitten in 
the ankle. She died almost 
immediately and descen- 
ded to the underworld of 
Hades. Orpheus' grief was 
long and bitter and he 
would not be comforted. 
At last he begged Zeus, the 
greatest of the gods, for 
permission to descend to 
the underworld so that he 
might try to persuade 
Pluto, who was the ruler 
there, to release his beloved 
Euiydice and let her return 
again to the land of the 
living. 

Zeus saw how deep was 
the suffering of Orpheus, 
so he granted him the right 
to descend to the darkness 
of the underworld to seek 
out his beloved. He had. 
first to cross the RiverStyx, 
which flows down in a ‘ 
mighty sweep from a great 


rock and connects the 
upper to the nether world. 
At first the ferryman, 
Charon, stubbornly 
refused to transport him 
but when he heard the 
sweet music of Orpheus’ 
lyre he wasin such astateof 
wonderment that he yiel- 
ded and ferried the 
musician across. Even 
more difficult an obstacle 
was the three-headed dog 
Cerberus, who guarded the 
gate at the entry to the 
underworld. His ferocious 
barking made the music of 
the lyre quite inaudible, 
but Finally its melodious 
strain pene-trated the ears 
of even that monstrous 
creature and Orpheus was 
allowed to pass through. 
Nor did his music fail to 
cast a spell on the Furies, 
who cast aside their whips 
and were silent as Orpheus 
passed them. The final 
barrier to Hades was the 
Pool of Memory, which 
one could not cross with- 
out knowing the password. 
However, this was willin- 
gly revealed to him by Per- 
sephone, Queen of the 
Undei world, who was 
bewitched by the sound of 
Orpheus' lyre. 

In the underworld itself 
the tortures of the victims 
were interrupted so that 
all, even the torturers, 
could enjoy Orpheus' 
sweet music. The ever-

rotating wheel, to which 
Ixion was tied for his trea- 
chery' to the gods, stood 
still for the fust time. Tan- 
talus, who had tried to trick 
the gods by offering his 
son’s crooked body as part 
of a feast to them and 
whose punishment was to 
stand in the middle of a 
lake surrounded by lus- 
cious fruit-trees but never 
to satisfy his thirst or hun- 
ger, was for a while allowed 
to eat and drink. And Sisy- 
phus, another trickster 
who had angered the gods, 
had some respite from the 
downward-rolling stone 
which it was his punish- 
ment to keep for ever push- 
ing upward. 

Then Orpheus had to 
appear before the dread 
Pluto himself. On his 
knees, with tears flowing 
from his eyes, he implored 
him to restore his beloved 
Eurydice to the land of the 
living, for life without her 
was unbearable torment 
When Pluto refused, 
Orpheus took up his lyre 
and played such heart-ren- 
ding music that even the 
fearsome ruler of the 
underworld was softened. 
Pluto agreed to restore 
Eurydice to life — but on 
one condition, namely, 
that Orpheus must not 
once look back as his 
beloved followed behind 
him, until , she had safely

In 1986, Hernandez Grisanti 
served as presiden t of the OPEC 
at a time when prices plunged 
from more than $30 a barrel to a 
low of under $10 a barrel.

Congress for new international debt authority 


WASHINGTON, Aug 8, (AP): 
The US Congress has gone on 
record as favouring a new inter- 
national body to buy up some of 
the- Third World’s $1.2 trillion 
debt at a discount and pass the 
benefit on to the debtor coun- 
tries. 

The benefit would consist of 
smaller payments of interest, 
which now cost the debtors tens 
of billions every year. The debt 
would be reduced in face value, 
repackaged and sold to new 
creditors. 

A plan lo set up thebody, to be 
called the International Debt 
Management Authority, is part 
of the 1.000-page trade bill on 
which the Senate completed con- 
gressional action on Wednesday. 


It now goes to President Ronald 
Reagan, and is expected to 
become law. 

Negotiations 

One section of the bill calls on 
the US Secretary of the Treasury 
to start negotiations with US 
allies to set up the new authority.- 
But it contains an “escape hatch” 
that excuses him from acting ifhe 
finds the negotiations would 
encourage debtor governments 
to default, or would tend to 
reduce the value of the debts on 
the market He woud have to 
explain this position to Con- 
gress. 

US Treasury officials have 
argued that opening such 
negotiations would in itselflower 


the value of thedebt which has in 
any case been declining on the 
narrow market that exists. 

Another approach to inter- 
national debt is contained in a 
separate bi-partisan bill under 
consideration in the House of 
Representatives. This bill, which 
is unconnected to the trade bill, 
would tie progress on debt reduc- 
tion to a new US contribution to 
the World Bank, which has been 
- urged by the Reagan administra- 
tion. 

The World Bank is owned by 
151 countries, with the United 
States holding the largest block 
of shares. It is the largest source 
of aid to Third World countries 
and among their biggest 
creditors. 


Mustafa signs appendix to a law 
regulating investment firms 


CAIRO, Aug 8, (Reuter): Egyp- 
tian Minister of Economy Yous- 
sri Mustafa signed today rules 
for a controversial lawregulating 
Islamic investment companies 
andjM v i ng tfaem three months to 
-deride whether to stay in busi- 
ness or close down. 

The regulations clarified a law 
passed by parliament and signed 
by President Hosni Mubarak in 
June, forcing the private com- 
panies either to go public and 
adhere to stricter regulations or 
liquidate. 

A spokesman for the ministry 
of economy said the firms will 
have, three months effective 
tomorrow to decide on their 
status. Finns wishing to close 
down will be given two years to 
pay back depositors and wind up 
their affairs. 

Schemes 

The Islamic investment firms, 
operating risk-sharing schemes 
that give depositors a share in 
profit or losses, had paid over 20 
per cent returns compared to up 
to 13 per cent offered by banks. 

A confidential report by a 
public sector bank estimated that 
four leading Islamic companies 
had 375,000 depositors and 
together controlled 4.3 billion 
Egyptian pounds ($1.9 billion). 

' Thiswasequalto 14percentof 
total deposits in Egyptian com- 
mercial banks at the end of June 
1987 and 21 per cent of deposits 


in public sector banks, the report 
said. 

rhe risk-sharing method 
. avoids payment of fixed interest, 
banned by Islam, but many 
' officials and bankers were: con- 
cerned the unregulated compan- 
ies posed a serious danger to the 
economy. 

They feared new deposits were 
being used to pay cunynt 
accounts, and that a rim on the 
companies might reveal , empty 
vaults and spark social unrest 

The companies denied the 
charges. 

Egyptian officials have sought 
to reassure depositors, many of 
whom have been unable to 
retrieve funds from some com- 
panies since the law was signed. 

“We are not at all against the 
existence of these companies,” 
Mubarak said in July. “We do 
not stand against them oragainst 
their continuity on .condition 
they comply to discipline and 
participate in building, not des- 
troying. the national economy.” 
Position 

The 71-article appendix to the 
law asked companies to state 
their financial position and and 
deposit their money, whether 
foreign currency or Egyptian 
pounds, in Egyptian banks. 

Some of the half-dozen biggest 
companies keep part of their 
deposits abroad and have not yet 
decided whether to comply with 


the new regulations. 

Capital Markets Authority 
spokesman Abdel Hamid Ibra- 
him told -Reuters - two of the 
major firms, AI Saad and Badr 
investment companies, have 
stated their desire to comply with 
the new law. He said other major 
companies such as Al Rayan and 
A 1 Hoda have not yet approa- 
ched the authority. 

Decision 

A spokesman for Al Saad con- 
firmed that his company plans to 
comply, a decision he said was 
based on the wishes of several 
hundred thousand depositors. 

An official at Al Rayan com- 
pany, which had previously said 
it may have to liquidate, said the 
company would probably con- 
tinue in business and will make a 
formal announcement 

tomorrow. 

The regulations, in an appen- 
dix to the June law, stated that 
companies will . be forbidden 
from receiving deposits in excess 
of tenfold their capital wihout 
exceptional permission from the 
ministry of economy. 

Depositors will receive money 
certificates stating clearly the 
company's capital, the name and 
nationality of the depositor, and 
methods for distributing profits 
or losses. All companies must 
have a clear and open book- 
keeping system, the appendix 
said. 


UK house prices rise by 4.3pc 


Tr^iouma would in future consult 
ember nations before drawing 
^ Uhe biennial budget 


LONDON, Aug 8: House prices 
rose by 4. 3 per cent last month — 
an annual rate of more than 50 
per cent if it were sustained — 
according to statistics from the 
Halifax Building Society. But the 
society expects the figure to 
represent a peak. 

In the 12 months to the end of 
July, prices nationally increased 
by 28 per cent 

In East Anglia the average 
increase over the years to the end 
of July was 55 per cent, as people 
moved out of London in search 
of affordable properties. 

This trend includes the West 
Midlands, which had the biggest 
regional rise last month at nine 
percent. 

There are signs that prices in 
Greater London and the south- 
east are beginning to slow. The 
society has been surprised by the 
pace with which regional prices 
have caught up. 

The average London price is 
now £94,800 after a 25 per cent 
rise over the year. In East Anglia, 
the average property is £36*000. 

The national average price 
stands al £62,881, with the 
average new price costing 30 per 
cent more than a year ago at 
£72,868. 

“We should see a slowing up in 
the rale of house price inflation 
to about 22 per cent by theend of 
the year, which is still a pretty 
horrendous figure with incomes 
rising at eight per cent,” said Ian 


Lumsden, of the society's plan- 
ning and research department. 

The current house price infla- 
tion rate is the highest since the 29 
per cent recorded in 1979, but is 
lower than the boom of 1972-73. 

Flat buyers in London's dock- 
lands are being offered £1,000 a 
month for a year by a builder and 
an Abbey National Building 
Society subsidiary if they 
exchange contracts before Aug 
31. 

The offer, which should cover 
the mortgage payments for the 
first year on the £97,000 one- 
bedroom flats, was made recen- 
tly by Faiiclough Homes and 
Abbey National Homes.

Twelve first-time buyers have 
already put down their names for 
the properties al Orion Court on 
the Isle of Dogs.

Maldives bank 
not permitted 
to offer its shares 
in the local market 

THE Ministry of Commerce and 
Industry yesterday denied 
reports that it gave the Maldives 
International Bank permission 
to offer its shares in the local 
market urging the citizens to 
refrain from buying shares in any 
company without permission 
from the ministry. 

The ministry spokesman was 
referring to recent advert- 
isements in the local press about 
shares of the said bank. 

The founding committee of 
the Maldives International Bank 
had asked for the ministry’s per- 
mission on March 12 to advertise 
in the local pressforsaleof shares 
of the bank but the ministry tur- 
ned down the application for 
conflicting with the current laws. 

The ministry rejected another 
request by the said bank on June 
7, the spokesman added, recall- 
ing that the assistant under- 
secretary for commerce bad 
explained this point in numerous 
occasions and in the press. 


As the bill now stands it would 
promote setting up a system of 
debt relief through the bank, 
with some guarantees to 
creditors who agree to reduce the 
payments they gel from any deb- 
tor country. 

Approval 

This bill has been approved by 
a House sub-committee and is 
expected to go before the full 
banking committee, possibly as 
soon as next week. But it would 
still need the approval of the 
whole House of Representatives, 
and of the Senate before it could 
go to Reagan for signature to 
become law. 

It could also be amended at 
various stages before it reached 
Reagan. 


Bahrain awards 
$74m gas 
expansion 
project 

BAHRAIN, Aug 8, (Reuter): 
Bahrain will award a Japanese 
company a $74 million contract 
to expand its natural gas process- 
ing plant by nearly 50 per cent, an 
industry official said today. 

JGC Corp has been chosen to 
build two new compressor sta- 
tions and a second process train 
at the Bahrain National Gas 
Company BSC (BANAGAS), 
production manger Ali Al Gindy 
told Reuters. 

The new project will increase 
production of propane, butane 
and naphtha to 250 million cubic 
feet per day from 1 70 million, he 
added. The new capacity is 
mainly for export 
Deal 

The deal was approved by the 
Bahrain cabinet on Sunday even- 
ing and will be signed within a 
few weeks. 

Construction mil start early in 
1989 and is due for completion 
around April, 1990. 

BANAGAS is owned 75 per 
cent by the Bahrain government, 
12-1/2 per cent by Caltex 
Petroleum Corporation and 12- 
1/2 per cent by the Arab 
Petroleum Investments Corp 
(APICORP). 

However, tbe expansion 
project will be owned 100 per 
cent by the Bahrain government, 
said Gindy.

Soviet scientist 
calls for 
programme 
to ‘save our 
country 9 

MOSCOW. Aug 8, (Reuter): A 
Soviet scientist has called for a 
massive programme to make the 
country self-sufficient and clean 
up its environment and said 
architects of Kremlin reforms 
were spending loo much lime on 
economic theory. 

“We don't need the mathe- 
matical equations of economists. 
We need a programme for how to 
save our country,’* Moscow 
scientist M. Antonov wrote 
today in Sovetskay a Rosriya, the 
newspaper of the Russian federa- 
.tion. 

The programme should spell 
out “how to revive ruined lands, 
how to clean up polluted rivers, 
how to restore forests, how to 
secure the technological, econ- 
omic and political independence 
of the country,” Antonov said. 

Strong 

He criticised leading econ- 
omist Leonid Abalkin, a strong 
advocate of reform who has ins- 
pired Kremlin leader Mikhail 
Gorbachev, for peddling out- 
dated ideas during the recent 
Communist Party conference in 
Moscow. 

In his speedi to theconferenoe, 
Abalkin said little economic 
headway had been made in tbe 
past three years and the Soviet 
system of central planning 
needed radical change. Abalkin 
also contributed an article to 
Sovetskaya Rossi ya last month 
in which he said slate planning 
bodies were lagging behind the 
ideas of economists. 

Antonov countered that many 
recent instructions from leading 
economists were so complicated 
that they actually hindered the 
Kremlin's programme of Peres- 
troika, or reconstruction of tbe 
national economy. 

Problems 

He added that the Soviet 
Union faced many problems that 
could not be sohied by purely 
economic reforms or incentives. 

“We have brought many 
regions of the country to ruin. To 
continue to develop public 
production, leaning only on 
economic methods and criteria, 
means to turn our land into a 
desert,” he said. 


Farmers shun insurance 
as US keeps bailing them out 


WASHINGTON, Aug 8, 
(Reuter): This year’s drought 
may mean the worst US fannbelt 
disaster in half a century but for 
the American taxpayer last year 
was also a farm disaster — and so 
were 1986, 1984 and 1983. 

A vast majority of American 
farmers do without insurance 
that could protect them from 
crop losses. Instead, they rely on 
the government to toil them out 

And assuming that a $3.9 
billion drought-reb’ef bill now 
pending in Congress is signed, 
the government will have spent 
close to $5 billion in disaster 
compensation for fanners since 
1983 because of drought, floods 
or other cala m ities. 

Reliance 

Lawmakers and farm leaders 
are now saying that a Federal 
Crop Insurance programme 
must be reformed to end the 
reliance on Washington for disa- 
ster relief. 

“The problem is that there is a 
growing perception, and I thinka 
correct one, that tells the farmers 
that if the worst happens, Con- 
gress is going to come in and 
write a drought (relief) bill,'' said 
representative Charles Sten- 
holm, a Texas Democrat 

Tight budgets and a declining 
farm population threaten soon 
to prove the perception wrong, 
be said. “I'm not sure how much 


longer we’re going to see drought 
bills.” 

Under the Federal Crop 
Insurance programme, fanners 
can choose, within a range, what 
portion of their crop and what 
price level they wish to insure 
against most crop disasters. 

Cost 

The government subsidises 
about 30 per cent of the premium 
cost through its federal Crop 
Insurance Corporation. 
Insurance rates are based on die 
risk in an area and crop yields. 

For a Minnesota corn field in 
1987, the average premium was 
$4.42 per acre for the minimum 
level of coverage. Such a fid{l can 
produce $300 to $450 worth of 
com per acre. 

Only a third of US farmland 
was protected by Federal Crop 
Insurance this year, according to 
private estimates. Even that rate 
would be a record, with par- 
ticipation boosted by banker 
requirements that farmers insure 
crops produced with borrowed 
money. 

Participation tends to be 
higher in plainsstates, where risk 
is relatively high and dust bowl 
memories linger. It is lower in 
Midwestern states, where ride is 
less and farms are more diver- 
sified, said Michael Forga&h, an 
official of the Crop Insurance 
Corporation.

BY 1440 GMT THE FTSE 100 SHARE INDEX WAS UP 0.1 POINTS TO

LONDON, Aug 8: The benefits 
of the substantial rise in the yen's 
value over the past three years 
has yet to result in any 
improvement in living standards 
in Japan, according to the annual 
White Paper on the Japanese 
economy prepared by the Econ- 
omic Planning Agency. 

“People are suffering now 
from a feeling of being far from 
affluent, being beset by relatively 
high price levels, long working 
hours and inferior standards for 
housing in comparison with 
international standards, despite 
the fact that they enjoy high 
nominal income," the report 
noted. 

But achieving change is not 
easy, with little improvement 
anticipated in the forseeable 
future. Much of the change 
involves shifting entrenched 
habits, the agency said. 

The most readily quantifiable 
difference between Japan and 
most other countries is the longer 
working hours. The agency 
estimates that Japanese work a 
total of 2, 1 50 hours a year, com- 
pared with 1.938 hours a year in 
Britain aod 1,924 in the US. 
Most companies still work a 
5-1 /2-day week. 

Moreover, this summer, for 
example, employees are expected 


to take on average five days 
annual leave compared with four 
days last year. But often 
■employees are discouraged from 
.taking their full leave 
entitlement. When the yen began 
to appreciate against the US 
dollar most companies respon- 
ded by increasing the working 
hours of employees which was 
typically unpaid. 

At the same rime, the benefits 
of the currency shift have not yet 
been fully transferred to con- 
sumers; rather, part of the profits 
has been used to maintain the 
price competitiveness of Japan- 
ese exports, the report said. 

"Prices of imported final 
goods have not fallen as much as 
the dramatic decrease in import 
prices,” the agency noted. 

"A portion of the profit mar- 
gin from the higher value of the 
yen has been used to decrease the 
prices of export goods, the' 
domestic consumers thus being 
partially deprived of the ben- 
efits" from the yen’s apprecia- 
tion. 

The biggest impact of the 
currency issue has been the pres- 
sure on Japanese companies to 
shift production capacity off- 
shore. with Europe the second 
most important destination after 
the US.

Dollar at best since early ’87 


LON DON, Aug 8, ( Reuter): The 
dollar rose lo its best London 
close against the Deutschcmark 
since January 1987 today despite 
intervention against it by the US 
and West German central banks. 

Dealers attributed its summer 
rebound from recent historic 
lows to a prospect that already- 
high US interest rates may rise 
furLher to damp down inflation 
in a booming economy. 

Dollar assets thus promise 
generous -returns. But if much 
more money flows to the dollar 
and il goes much higher, it could 
worry governments. Higher 
import costs may cause inflation 
outside America while rising 
prices on US goods could make it 
harder for the US to correct its 
huge trade deficit. 

Operators 

“At the moment, operators 
are so bullish they arc interpret- 
ing every piece of news as an 
excuse to push up the dollar.” 
said Philippe d'Arvisenel, first 
vice-president of Banque 
Nalionale de Paris. 

Although the US Federal 
Reserve Board and the West 
German Bundesbank sold 
dollars. America's currency 
closed in London above 1.9 
marks for the first time since Jan- 
uury 9. 1987. 

{tended at 1.9030 marks after 
I.8SS5 on Friday. It was 22 per 
cent above an all-time low of 
1.5615 touched this January 4 in 
the shadow of the "Black Mon- 
day” financial crash. 

Some saw the dollar rising to 


two Deutschmarks after it had 
celebrated the magic date of 
8.8.88 by holding above the psy- 
chologicaUy-imponanL barrier 
of 1.9. 

The mark's weakness has been 
accelerated by a capital outflow 
from West Germany. A Bundes- 
bank report showed a record out- 
flow last month of 50 billion 
marks ($26 billion), partly 
because of a new withholding tax 
on German bonds. 

But the dollar is also firm 
against Japan's yen, ending at 
133.82. It nas gained 1 1 percent 
on the yen since an all-time low in 
January of 120.20. 

Figures on Friday which 
showed brisk gains in the number 
of Americans finding jobs — 
630.000 in June and July — were 
taken in the market as new 
evidence of robust US economic 
expansion. 

Speculators bought more 
dollars on a hunch US interest 
rates may rise further to meet an 
implied threat of inflation. 

Limits 

The Central Bank interven- 
tion reflects official fears about 
the damage a fluctuating dollar 
can do to trade and economic 
activity. The Group of Seven 
industrial nations pledged at 
their Toronto summit in June to 
try to Stabilise exchange rates. 

But economists say there are 
limits on how far central banks 
can change the direction of a 
computerised, 24-hour global 
currency market which often 


trades $200 billion a day. 

Several also said they thought 
the Reagan administration 
would be content to see the dollar 
ride high lo help Vice-President 
George Bush in his campaign for 
the presidency. 

Gold closed steady at $432.50 
an ounce in London. 

Oil prices firmed on prospects 
that a ceasefire in the war bet- 
ween OPEC founder members 
Iraq and Iran may help unite the 
organisation in its efforts to curb 
excess production. Typical 
North Sea oil was up 35 cents at 
around $1 5.30 a barrel. 

Most stock markets began the 
week in rather subdued mood. 
The Dow Jones industrial 
average on Wall Street was up 
just 2.31 almiddayin New York. 
Earlier, Tokyo's Nikkei index 
fell 1 09.06 points in dull trading. 

Rise 

In London, shares were mixed 
in late business. Tailing back from 
their highs shortly after midday 
when the Bank of England sig- 
nalled a wish to see base lending 
rates rise by 1/2 a percentage 
point lo 1 1 pet, dealers said. 

The main banks swiftly foll- 
owed and raised their base rates 
to 11 pet from 10-1/2 pet. 

Analysts said the market's 
reaction to the unexpected rate 
hike was fairly routed because 
few see rates going significantly 
higher from the current level. 
"All the fundamentals of strong 
UN corporate performance ana 
dividend growth, along with bid 


talk are likely to keep shares 
firm,” one dealer said. 

By 1440 GMT the FTSE 100 
share index was up 0. 1 points to 
1,876. The index touched a high 
on the day of 1,8852 and some 
analysts predict the FTSE 100 
can rise as high as 1.950 within 
the next month or so because of 
bullish fundamentals. 

‘Today's rate rise might take 
the shine off the next few days but 
basically we think the near term 
FTSE trend is upwards,” one 
analyst commented. 

SomeanalyststhougbL today’s 
rate rise might be linked to next 
week's UK economic data which 
includes money supply and bank 
lending news for July. “The bank 
could be working to take the 
sting out of the money figures," 
one dealer commented. 

Many anticipate July bank 
and building society leading 
figures will be heavily inflated by 
a rush of mortgage borrowing to 
try and beat the deadline on tax 
qualifications for uomarried 
couples as well as a surge in lend- 
ing for August new car registra- 
tions, dealers said. 


Speculation 


Wednesday sees an auction of 
short-dated government bonds. 

Some analysts said UK auth- 
orities, faced with possibly dis- 
couraging lending figures next 
week, may have raised base rates 
toavoid thedamagingeffect such 
a move would have after new 
stock is in issue.

Debt crisis weighs heavy on Third World 


LONDON. Aug 8, (Reuter): Il 
has been six years since Western 
banks realised they faced a Third 
World debt crisis and many now. 
say (hey have weathered the 
storm fairly well. 

But for the debtors, still mak- 
ing huge repayments and short of 
fresh money, the trauma seems 
far from over. 

August. 1982. when banks 
agreed u rescue package to stop a 
Mexican default, is generally 
seen as the start of the crisis. 

It was when the West woke up 
lo (he fact that Third World 
economies were simply not big 
enough to repay the billions of 
recycled OPEC petrodollars the 
banks had loaned them. 

Deal 

The Mexican deal set a pattern 
for many subsequent debt pack- 
ages that have involved postpon- 
ing repayments, new loans to 
help meet interest payments on 
existing debt and austerity 
measures so the debtor can 
atTord to keep up its payments. 

"Mexico is always given as an 
example of a success story in the 
debt crisis, but real wages have 
fallen about 40 per cent in the 
process.” said Stephanie Grif- 
fith -Jones. an economist at the 
Institute of Development 


Studies at England’s Sussex 
University. 

- That means that Mexicans can 
afford little more than half the 
goods they could in 1 982. 

They, and others across the 
Third World, have seen import 
prices soar and major new 
development projects dry up as 
their governments scrambled to 
scrape together foreign currency 
needed to repay debL 

"In Latin America, invest- 
ment has fallen by 25 per cent 
because such large portions of 
national savings are going to 
service the debL" Griffith-Jones 
said. 

“And a higher proportion of 
investment is going on export 
commodities instead of on 
infrastructure like roads and 
dams that Third World countries 
need,” she said. 

Debtors 

As Third World development 
slows to a standstill, some major 
exporters in the industrialised 
world lose sales. Griffith-Jones 
estimates that some 200,000 
Britons have lost their jobs as a 
consequence of this effect of the 
debt crisis. 

Third World countries trying 
to boost foreign currency earn- 


ings to repay their debt are pum- 
ping out so many farm and min- 
eral exports that commodity 
prices have plummetted, econ- 
omists say. 

So debtors have had to keep 
seeking debt reschedulings, had 
to add unpaid interest on to their 
total debt burden and use what 
few new loans which were availa- 
ble to make interest payments on 
existing debL 


Debtor 


Sometimes, it has seemed as if 
they could never get clear. 

“There’s nothing wrong with 
Argentina's debt problem that 
could not be fixed if the debt was 
half of what it is. How long do 
you go on pretending the figures 
are going to add up?' said a 
development expert in Buenos 
Aires. 

“We must find a balance bet- 
ween servicing the debt and 
providing funds to promote 
domestic growth,” he said. 

Agencies like the International 
Monetary Fund (IMF) and the 
World Bank ask debtor nations 
to tighten their belts by cutting 
spending, especially on imports, 
and boosting exports. 

Belt-tightening has proved 
unpopular. 


Last year, mounting political 
opposition to austerity led 
Brazil, the Third World's largest 
debtor owing $121 billion, to 
freeze payments on some $62 
billion owed to banks. It has only 
recently agreed to lift the freeze. 

Zambia last May decided to 
reject an IMF reform and aus- 
terity programme. 

The fund and the World Bank 
have since come back, offering 
financial help in exchange for an 
end to avoid subsidies, a cut in 
government spending and a 
currency devaluation. 

“But we have said no. We do 
not want to disrupt the new 
programme, which is showing 
positive signs of economic 
recovery.” Finance Minister 
Gibson Chi gaga told the govern- 
ment newspaper, the Zambia 
Daily MaiL 

Debts 

When, on August 13, 1982, 
Mexico's efforts to meet a 1982 
interest and debt repayment bill 
of $28 billion led it to slap on 
currency controls, that shock 
move led its creditors to agree to 
postpone repayments dates on 
.$10 billion of loans within the 
week. 

The Third World then owed a 
total of $600 million. Bankers 


worried that they would be bank- 
rupted if a debtor did not repay 
its loans. 

Now, the Third World owes 
$1 .2 trillion. 

It takes months to get often 
unwilling bankers to agree to res- 
chedule debts. They have been 
building up reserves to protect 
themselves against losses, should 
any Third World debtor not 
make its payments. 

In 1987, Citicorp, the biggest 
American bank, set aside $3 
billion from its profits to cover 
such losses. Other American and 
British banks followed suit. 
European and Japanese banks 
have been steadily bedding 
reserves all along. 

That is why they will agree lo 
reschedule debt or to let a Third 
Wortd nation add unpaid 
interest to its total debt 

BuL said Wim Duisenberg, the 
president of the Bank for hater- 
national Settlements, there is no 
sign that Third World nations 
are regaining access to new 
money for investment and 
development. 

All in all, and despite the 
progress that has been made... 
the debt situation remains a 
major problem," Duisenberg 
said last month. 


Britain 
lifts interest 
rates again 


LONDON. Aug 8. (Reuter): 
Britain raised interest rates for 
the seventh lime since June on 
Friday in renewed efforts to 
throttle back a consumer spend- 
ing boom which is syphoning in 
imported goods and threatening 
inflation. 

The Bank of England (central 
bank) raised its money market 
lending rate by half a percentage 
point to 1 1 per cent, signalling 
commercial hanks that the auth- 
orities wanted a simitar rise in 
their base lending rates. 

Bank rates have been lifted in 
stages from 10-year lows of 7- 1/2 
per cent which prevailed early in 
June. 

Prime Minister Margaret 
Thatcher's Conservative govern- 
ment is worried about the 
implications of a consumer spen- 
ding boom which has been 
fuelled by cheap borrowing and 
by tax cuts made in a spring bud- 
get. 


Spending 


Britons have been spending 
nueh of their money on imports, 
o the extent that the current 
iccount balance of payments 
lcficil was worth nearly 510 
million in ihe first half of 1 988. 


The government had initially 
forecast a deficit for the whole 
year worth around $7 billion. 

Also, inflation is running at 
around 4.6 per cent compared 
with a government target of four 
per cent and some economists 
predict it may go higher.

ISTANBUL, Aug 8, (Reuter): 
Turkey wants to boost its trade 
with the Soviet Union but is not 


in urgent need of Soviet gas. 
State Minister Yusuf Ozal said 


today. 

NATO-member Turkey, cir- 
cumspect in dealings with the 
Soviet Union for decades, helped 
improve ties in 1984 by signing a 
major Soviet natural gas import 
agreement. 

“The Soviet Union is our big- 
gest neighbour, but we have not 
had the biggest commercial ties. 
We want to correct this situa- 
tion,” said Ozal, brother of 
Prime Minister Turgut Ozal and 
responsible for the T urkish econ- 
omy. 

Capacity 

Qzal was speaking -at the first 
meeting of the Turkish-Soviet 
Business Council in Istanbul, 
itself a symbol of improved ties 
between the two countries. 

Soviet officials have com- 
plained that T urkey is not taking 
up its agreed quota from a gas 
pipeline which came on stream a 
year ago and will have a six 


billion cubic metre annual 
capacity by 1992. 

The Soviet Union sought a 
much bigger trade volume and 
was not happy with current 
levels, said Nikolai Melnikov, 
head of the Soviet delegation to 
the council. 

Trade totalled $475 million in 

1987. Turkey agreed to buy 1.5 
billion cubic metres of gas in 

1988, but unofficial estimates 
expect imports of only 400 
million cubic metres. 

“Turkey is not in very urgent 
need of natural gas,” said Ozal. 
adding that the reason for a 
decline in Turkey's agreed coun- 
tertrade purchases was a world 
decline in gas prices. 

But Turkey has signed new 
agreements this year to buy up to 
four billion cubic metres of gas a 
year from Algeria and Libya, 
partly due to US pressure not to 
become reliant on Soviet sup- 
plies, diplomats said. 

Turkish contractors have won 
big Soviet contracts as part of the 
Soviet Union’s agreement lo 
spend 70 per cent of its gas earn- 
ings on Turkish goods and 


services. 

In October. Enka Holding anti 
Soviet partners plan to start 
work in Moscow on a 1,000-bed 
hospital and a refurbishment of 


the historic Petrovsky passage. 

Contract 




The contract is worth $80 
million to Enka. Other Turkish 
contractors expect to build two 
health resort holds on the Soviet 
Black Sea and Caspian Sea 

coasts. 

Trade and tourism would also 
be aided bv the opening of Ihe 
Turkish-Soviet border at Sarp, 
closed lo most traffic in the 
1930s. Turkish and Soviet 
officials said. 

Turkish Transport Minister 
Ekrem Pakdemirl said it was pos* 
sible the Black Sea village cross -4. 
ing point at Sarp would open on 
Aug 28. a date first set for May 
this year. 

Turkey has resisted heavy 
Soviet pressure lo open Saip due 
to security fears and worries that 
the big Turkish trucking industry 
would lose business, diplomats 
say. 


Reconstruction boom in Iran, Iraq likely 


India to face stiff competition 


NEW DELHI, August 8: India 
may face stiff competition from 
other Asian countries for manp- 
ower supply for the economic 
reconstruction of war-ravaged 
Iran andlraq, reports Economic 
Times. 

Experts here say that peace is 
bound to be followed by a boom 
in construction activity neces- 
sitating huge import of manp- 
ower by the two Countries. Both 
Iran and Iraq would have to rely 
mainly on imported labour for 
their reconstruction effort 
because almost two generations 
oftheir own workforce have been 
removed from the scene. An 
estimated one million casualties 
are said to have perished in the 
eight-year-old war. 

U nlik e in the seventies and 
early eighties, India, Pakistan 
and Bangladesh are likely to face 
stiffer competition from Indon- 
esia and the Philippines this time 
for its share of traditional labour 
markets, according to Sreedhar, 
a senior West Asia expert at the 
Institute of Defence Studies and 
Analysis. 


The Organisation of Arab 
Petroleum Exporting Countries 
(OAPEC) is said to have agreed 
to provide SI 00 billion for the 
reconstruction of Iran and Iraq. 
With the vast experience of the 
past two decades at their dis- 
posal, the planners in both Iran 
and Iraq can certainly assess the 
labour supply from various 
countries and lure at the most 
competitive rates. 

Workforce 

“The Indian workforce will 
positively be in demand in the 
post-war reconstruction of Iran 
and Iraq, but definitely not with 
thesame kind of wages like in the 
seventies.” Sreedhar adds. This 
aspect becomes much more shar- 
per in the case of unskilled 
labour. 

Fresh export of manpower is 
likely to be at a much reduced 
level also because of surplus 
workforce in the Gulf countries 
— getting less than desired wages 
— may shift to Iran and Iraq. 
Sreedhar asserts. 

However, the only silver lining 


is the “heaps of goodwill” gen- 


era ted by the Indians by sticking 
to the scheduled and honouring 
commitments even when the war 
was at its peak. "This goodwill 
backed by some aggressive sales- 
manship. supported by the 
government’s export-credit 
mechanism, could pay dividends 
in the form of sizeable participa- 
tion by India in the two coun- 
tries’ reconstruction effort.” 

It is estimated that it will take 
at least 20 years and a minimum 
of $400 billion to repair the two 
war-shattered economies. 

Around one million Indians 
are still employed in the Gulf 
region. During the peak period 
(1980-81) more than 50.000 
Indians and at least 45 compan- 
ies were working in Iraq. 

In Iran, the Indians then num- j 
bered about 20,000. However, as 
the war hotted up, many Indians 
shifted to safer places. 

At presenL Indians are mostly 
to be found in Kuwait, the 
United Arab Emirates and Saudi 
Arabia as these are considered 
“safe” countries.

aims to clinch all 
three Olympic medals 


MOSCOW. Aug 8. (Reuter): 
Double Olympic champion Yuri 
Sedykh. Sergei Litvinov and 
Yuri Tamm may feel Lhey have 
failed the Soviet Union if they do 
not return from the Seoul Games 
with all three hammer medals. 

“The trouble is that people 
have got used lo our strength and 
fully expect us to lake all three 
medals.” said Anatoly Bondar- 
chuk. Sedykh's personal coach 
and chief "trainer for the Soviet 
hammer learn. 

Expected 

“If we don’t get all three, it's 
considered some kind of a 
failure." he added. 

Bondarchuk, the former 
world record holder and 1972 
Olympic champion, said he 
expected Sedykh and Litvinov lo 
fight it out for the gold while 
Tamm should be able to shrug 
oft East German Ralf Haber to 
take the bronze. 

Such an event would continue 
a prestigious tradition of Soviet 
dominance in the hammer. 

Both Sedykh's Olympic golds, 
in 1976 and 1980, were at the 
head of Soviet one-lwo-threes, 
Bondarchuk himself being 
beaten into bronze medal posi- 
tion in Montreal while Litvinov 
andTammwcre second and third 
in Moscow. 

Seoul represents the Soviets' 
first opportunity lo repeal the 
1 980 result after their country led 
a boycott of the 1984 Los 
Angeles Games. 

Haber, whose best throw of 
82.36 metres at Dresden in June 
has been bettered by all three 
Soviet athletes, is nonetheless 
considered the main threat to a 
Soviet clean sweep in the event, 
with West Germany also press- 
ing close behind. 

Bondarchuk was speaking at 
the Soviet athletics training 
camp at Podolsk, 50 km south of 
Moscow, where the country’s 
lop hammer, discus and javelin 
throwers and shot putters spent 
two weeks in July in a joint train- 
ing session. 

Regime 

The camp, set in rolling coun- 
tryside of birchwood and 
meadows, operated under a rigid 
regime, with athletes going to 
bed every night al II pm and 
getting up at 8 am. 

Alcohol and tobacco were 
banned and athletes had to 


inform the nuthorii ies whenever 
they left the camp. But chief 
coach Yuri Bakuri nov said no 
special checks were carried out. 
“They are grown up people and 
we treat them as such." he said. 

Sedykh. 33. bettered his own 
world record in August 1 986 with 
a throw of 86.74 metres at the 
European Championships in 
Stuttgart, a mark which still 
stands, but has since failed lo 
show' the same form. 

In recent months he has been 
at the centre of allegations about 
drug-taking, after British ham- 
mer thrower Martin Gir\an 
claimed in a newspaper that 
Sedykh had given details of his 
drug intake while on a lecture 
tour of Britain in 1986. 

The Soxiet authorities have 
rejected the allegations and in 
June the Soviet "hammer team 
withdrew from a competition in 
Britain in protest. 

Severe 

Litvinov, who retained his 
world title in Rome last year, has 
been recovering from a bout of 
meningitis, which he says has 
been a severe setback to his train- 
ing programme.. 

“Just lying on my back for a 
month would have been bad 
enough in itself, but the illness 
was thoroughly debilitating,” he 
said during the camp. “I've been 
back in training... and I feel gen- 
erally fine, although I’m still 
weaker.” 

He said he was confident that 
he would regain his form by the 
Olympics, which open on Sep- 
tember 17. “There’s still plenty of 
time.” 

And al the age of 30. he does 
not feel that this would be his last 
Olympic Games. "It is my hope 
and dream to compete in the gol- 
den (1996) Olympics. I’ll be 38. 
Thai's not too late.” 

Litvinov said he did not expect 
a hammer world record to be set 
in Seoul. “It's a big event and 
anything could happen, but I 
wouldn't really expect better 
results than the European Cham- 
pionships,” he said. 

He said he did not expect the 
hoi climate to be a problem and 
hoped that the Soviet team's final 
training session in Vladivostok 
would enable him to adjust to the 
time difference. “The most 
important thing for me is to get 
enough sleep," he said. 


Vehkonen 
moves into 
2nd place 

MARACA Y, Venezuela. Aug 8. 
(Reuter): Finland's Pckka Veh- 
konen scored a definite victory in 
the Venezuelan Grand Prix — 
the 10th leg of the 250cc World 
Championship Motocross — by 
winning both heats to move from 
fourth lo second in the world 
standings. 

Vehkonen now has 226 points 
and trails world's leader Jhon 
van Den Berk of the Netherlands 
who has 271. 

Rodney Smith of the US and 
Jeremy Whatley of Britain, who 
did not compete in Venezuela, 
arc tied for third in the world 
standings with 1 94 points. 

Vehkonen will have a chance 
to catch -the Dutchman in the 
Argentinian and Swedish races 
later this month. 

Leading 

On his Cagiva, Vehkonen led 
through the entire first heat, win- 
ning by 13 seconds, but had to 
fight it out in the second heat 
with Britain's Rob Herring. 

Vehkonen passed Herring on 
his Yamaha about half way 
through the 20-lap race and won 
by 12secondsoverVandenBerk. 

Although there were sur- 
prisingly few accidents in the 
races, Herring fell during the 
second heat and dropped to 
fourth after leading for most of 
the race. 

Herring, who is 11th in the 
world with 109 points, also had 
lo withdraw from the first heat 
due to mechanical problems. 

Van den Berk finished sixth in 
the first heat on his Yamaha. 
However, he rode a hard race in 
the second heal, finishing close 
behind Vehkonen. 


Geboers creates 
motocross history 

NAMUR. Belgium, Aug 8, 
(Reuter): Belgian Erik Geboers 
creaied motocross history in his 
homeland yesterday when he 
clinched the 500cc world cham- 
pionship to become lhe first rider 
to win all three categories. 

Geboers. 125cc champion in 
1982-83 and 250cc king last 
season, finished fifth and sixth in 
the two races but it was enough to 
put him beyond the reach of his 
rivals ahead of next Sunday's 
final round in Luxembourg.

Senna replaces Prost as favourite for crown 


BUDAPEST. Aug 8, (Reuter): 
Ayrton Senna's victory in yester- 
day's Hungarian Grand Prix has 
established him as favourite for 
the 1988 World Drivers' Cham- 
pionship by giving him the psy- 
chological advantage over his 
McLaren teammate and chief 
rival Alain Prost. 

After 10 races hnd with six to 
go. Senna and Prost are level on 
66 points, but the Brazilian leads 
for the first time because he has 
won six races to the Frenchman’s 
four. 

It is little wonder Senna is so 
full of confidence. He has won 
five of the Iasi six Grands Prix, 
during which time Prost has 
endured increasing pressure 
from the French media. 

Felt 

“I feel much more optimistic 
about the championship now 
than I felt after two or three 
races,” Senna said. 

“Nevertheless, there are so 
many more races to come that 
anything is possi ble and il is wide 
open. I'm sure the championship 
will get more and more exciting 
between Alain and myself." 

Anna’s performance yester- 
day, when he was unable lo beat 
Prost by speed alone, owed as 
much to his dedication and atten- 
tion to detail in qualifying as to 
his skill and composure in (he 
race. 

By claiming his eighth pole 
position of the season and lead- 


ing; from the first corner, he 
gamed an advantage that Prost, 
who was seventh on the grid, 
could never make up. 

The Frenchman made a deter- 
mined effort. He carved his way 
through the field, led fleetingly at 
the start of the 49th lap and fini- 
shed only half a second behind 
after a vain final charge. 

“I was ninth on the first lap, 
but it is a difficult circuit for 
overtaking,” Prost said. 

“When you are caught behind 
cars you destroy the front lyres 
very quickly on the fast parts of 
the track. 

‘.'But at one stage, I felt almost 
sure to win the race. Then I had a 
front wheel problem. There were 
some vibrations and it slowed me 
down.” 

Prost. seeking the 33rd 
triumph of his Formula One 
career, will hope for better luck in 
three weeks’ time when he attem- 
pts to repeat his victory last year 
in the Belgian Grand Prix at Spa. 

If the two are lied on points at 
the end of the season, greater 
number of race wins will deter- 
mine Lhe winner. 

Prost repeatedly was asked 
about his bold manoeuvre, when 
he pulled into first place after a 
duel at the end of the straight- 
away on the 48lb lap. 

Seconds later, he lost the lead 
— and a possible first place on 
the Hungaroring circuit. 

“I was surprised that he 


(Senna) tried to dose the door on 
me,” Prost said with a smile. “I 
was not very secure.” 

Prost, a two-time world cham- 
pion, added: "If 1 had been able 
lo stay ahead ofhim at that point, 
I think I could have won the 
race." 

Senna commented on the key 
moment in the race: “Alain was 
pushing hard once he was behind 
me and was certainly very quick. 
When he came up alongside me 
going into the first comer, I held 
my breath, thinking that we 
might both end up going off, but 
I gave him a bit of room and he 
made it around.” 

"I managed to repass him 
immediately again., but it was a 
hard race with a lot of pressure all 
the way to the finish,” Senna 
added. 

Senna won the race with a time 
of 1 hour, 57 minutes, 47.001 
seconds for the 76 laps, more 
than a half-second ahead of 
Prost in 1:57.46.610. 

Thieny Boutsen of Belgium 
was third, 31 .41 seconds behind 
Senna, over the 305.064 
kilometres <118.544 miles) in a 
normally aspirated Benetton- 
Ford, while Austria's Gerhard 
Berger was fourth in a Ferrari. 

Defending champion Nelson 
Piquet of Brazil was eighth in a 
Lotus Honda. 

The Hungarian Grand Prix is 
the only Formula One race in the 
Soviet bloc.

LONDON, Aug 8, (Reuler): 
Opener Desmond Haynes scored 
a resolute 77 not out to steer West 
Indies to an eighi-toicket win 
over England in the fifth and 
final Test at the Oval today and a 
comprehensive 4-0 series victory. 

Shortly after tea on the fourth 
day of the five-day match, Gus 
Logie punched the ball to the 
mid-on boundary to take West 
indies to 226 for two and con- 
tinue their remarkable winning 
record over their hosts.

Japan set for first Cup challenge in 1991 


GAMAGORI, Japan, Aug 8, 
(Reuter): Japan is preparing its 
first-ever challenge for the 
America's Cup to prove, among 
other things, it can be attracted 
by projects other Lhan hard- 
nosed business ventures. 

"We want to show the world 
that Japan can devote itself to 
silly things like this," said Tes- 
turo Nabata. a planning man- 
ager for the Nippon Challenge 
team which aims to take part in 
1991. “It costs huge amounts of 
money while it brings no income, 
only honour." 

Compete 

The Japanese have the cash 
and the ship-building expertise 
to become the first Asian team to 
compete in the world’s most 
prestigious yachting event. 

But they still lack theexperien- 
ced needed to match the teams 
fielded by the traditional 
entrants in this rich man's sport 
— particularly the United States, 
Britain and Australia. 

Thirty major companies such 
as Yamaha Corp, Japan Air 


Lines, Fujitsu and Mazda Motor 
Corp have already agreed to give 


the Nippon Challenge Syndicate 


100 million yen ($750,000) each. 

Other firms will provide goods 
and sendees worth a total of one 
billion yen ($7.5 million). 

While Japan's best ship desig- 
ners try to construct the perfect 
yacht, the selected 25 crew mem- 
bers have begun their training at 
a 200 million yen ($1.5 million) 
base camp in the western Japan 
cilyofGamagori. 

“It is the best facility in the 
world." said one of the coaches, 
. American Riaz Lalifullah. He 
pointed out that probably no 
other team in the world had yet 
started training for the 1991 


America’s Cup.particularty with 


the holders, the San Diego Yacht 
Club, still having to overcome a 
challenge this year from New 
Zealand. 

Over the next three years, the 
crew will spend six hours training 
every day, competing against 
each other in two 12-metre 
yachts, bought from New 


Zealand last year, which sailed in 
the last America's Cup qualify- 
ing trials. 

The men, who have all quit 
their jobs to devote themselves to 
the challenge, do weight training 
every morning from 7 am ana 
also travel overseas regularly to 
give themselves more yacht rac- 
ing experience. 

They need it. One third of the 
crew had had no sailing 
experiene at all when they joined 
at the end of last year. 

"There is a lot to learn,” said 
Latif ullah, adding ihaL he and 
Roy Dickson, a New Zealand 
coach, were emphasising the con- 
centration necessary for the com- 
plex sport of yachting. 

Used 

Dickson said that while the 
Japanese crew members worked 
together well and were well-disci- 
plined, they were not used to 
innovating and spotting oppor- 
tunities quickly. 

Two other Japanese teams had 
originallyannounced their inten- 
tion of challenging for the 


America's Cup in 1991, but they 
are not now expected to take 
part. 

Akita Agriculture College 
Yacht Club was forced to with- 
draw due to money problems 
while the Bengal Bay Club is 
expected to pull out because its 
sponsor, Osaka businessman 
Masakazu Kobayashi, recently 
ran into financial trouble. 

Nippon Challenge’s coaches, 
organisers and sponsors are all 
very enthusiastic about Japan's 
first challenge for the America’s 
Cup. 

"You represent your country 


when you participate in the 
‘ ‘ Cup/ 


America's Cup,” said Shigeru 
Takemoto, one of the few Japan- 
ese with long sailing experience. 
"It is a great chance to realise 
one’s own ability internation- 
ally. It is the beginning.” The 
syndicate is waiting for the 
current dispute over the size of 
boats allowed to compete in the 
America's Cup to be resolved 
before actually constructing a 
yacht.

The four-time US Open and 
three-time Wimbledon cham- 
pion had fallen to No. 14 by the 
end of 1986. He moved up to the 
No. 10 position last year, but he 
remained below such players as 
Miloslav Mecir, Pat Cash, Yan- 
nick Noah and Tim Mayotte — 
players who never had given him 
much trouble previously.

Idzi wins pentathlon event 


WARSAW, Aug 8, (Reuter): 
Poland's Dorota Idzi won the 
women's modern pentathlon 


World Championship yesterday 
after beating defending cham- 


pion Irina Kiseleva of the Soviet 
Union in the concluding two 
kilometres cross-country. 

The difference of 1 2 points bet- 
ween Idzi and Kiseleva before 
the run meant that the Russian 
needed only a 2.5 seconds advan- 
tage to beat the Pole and keep her 


crown. 

But Idzi, who went last, beat 
her rival by eight seconds and 
finished 10th behind winner and 
compatriot Anna Suhimu. 

Idzi scored a total of 5,308 
points, 57 more lhan seepnd- 
placed Kiseleva. 

Poland, second behind Britain 
in the running, comfortably won 
the team competition with 
15.423 points, beating Italy by 
742 points. 


Coe left out of British team for Seoul Olympics 


BIRMINGHAM, England. Aug 
8, ( AP): Sebastian Coe. one ofthe 
world's most prolific middle dis- 
tance runners, was left oui of the 
British squad for next month's 
Olympic Games today, a move 
that could signal the end of his 
medal-reaping career. 

Coe. the two-lime Olympic 
1 .500 metre champion, was omit- 
ted from that event as well as the 
800 metres, for which he holds 
the world record, when the selec- 
tors named the team for Seoul. 

At last weekend's Olympic 
trials. 3 1 -year-old Coe failed 
even to reach the final of the 
1 ,500 metres and his appearance 
in Seoul hinged on the remole 
chance of a wild card entry, al 
best in the 800 metres. 

Mandate 

His fate depended on today's 
meeting ofthe selectors, who had 
been handed a mandate to pick 
the first two in the trials plus a 
discretionary third, in each 
event. 

A list of names handed to 
reporters after that meeting 
showed that Steve Cram, Steve 
Crabband Peter Elliott had been 
selected for the 1,500 metres, 
with Cram, Elliott and Tom 
McKean down for the shorter 
distance. 

Coe did not enter the 800 


metres in the trials at Birmin- 
gham's Alexander stadium in 
order to concentrate on trying to 
nail down place in the 1,500 and 
go for an Olympic gold medal 
triple. 

In the end, he was picked for 
neither event. 

Although Coe is the world 
record holder for the 800 metres, 
he has produced only one world- 
class performance this season, a 
minor 1 ,500 metres event in Swit- 
zerland the weekend before the 
trials. 

A near capacity 14,000 Bir- 
mingham crowd watched in dis- 
belief as the middle distance 
superstar struggled home fourth 
in his trials heal, leaving his slen- 
der chance of defending the 
Olympic title he won in Moscow 
in 1980 and Los Angeles four 
years ago in the hands of the 
selectors. 

In the 1.500-metre final, Coe 
could only watch as the in-form 
Elliott romped home ahead of 
Crabb, another leading medal 
contender to come from a nation 
that has arguably the best middle 
distance runners in the world. 

Cram, who skipped the 1,500 
trial, was given the third Olympic 
place by the selectors on current 
form that included victory in last 
month's Dream Mile in Oslo.

Cram won the 800-metre trial 
with ease and, like Eiliotu was 
picked to double up in Seoul. 
McKean clinched his Olympic 
place by finishing second to 
Cram in the 800. 

Tony Ward, spokesman for 
British Athletics, said Coe had 
been contacted about his 


‘apparent loss of form over the 


weekend.’ 

Reading a statement. Ward 


said the 21-member council of 
the British Amateur Athletics 
Board "had an excellent debate 
about the 800 metres on what 
was a very difficult selection." 

“At the end of the day they 
decided they must give 
reference to Peter Elliott, a 
orld Championship silver 
medalist and currently ranked 
No. 2 in the United Kingdom at 
800 metres," the statement said. 




"EUiort had request to double 
up in the 800 and 1.500 metres. 
Substantial claims were put for- 
ward for Sebastian Coe butin the 
end it was Peter Elliott who got 
the selection.” 

Voting figures were not dis- 
closed. 

Coe, who has broken 12 world 
records in his career, was not 
immediately available for com- 
ment on what track officials des- 
cribed as the end of an era. 

But in an article in today’s Sun 
newspaper, he said bis 1,500 
metre trials flop was the worst 
moment ofhis life. 

“Down the years. I’ve had 
many disappointments ... but I 
think this is probably the worst," 
Coe said. "Before I'd always had 
a chance to redeem myself.” 

The rest of the squad con- 
tained few surprises. 

Despite being reduced to tears 
after missing Saturday’s trials 
through injury, Olympic 
women' sjavelin champion Tessa 
Sanderson was given the chance 
to defend her title. 

Sanderson's great rival, world 
champion Fatima Whitebread. 
recovering from illness and 
injury, also secured her place. Of 
the competitors who took part in 
the trials, only Sharon Gibson 
managed the Olympic qualifying 


distance of 56.50 metres this 
season. 

Daley Thompson was given 
the opportunity to win an 
unprecedented third Olympic 
decathlon title while there was no

liams. 

Williams, a lay preacher who 
refuses to compete on a Sunday, 
bad given up a chance of compet- 
ing at his strongest event, the 


long jump, because it was being 
held on the Sabbath in Seoul. 


Virtue 

Instead, he turned his atten- 
tion to the 100 metres and 
qualified for the Games by virtue 
of finishing third in Friday’s 
sprint trials and being given the 
third discretionary place. 

Coe is left out of the side along 
with his great middle-distance 
rival Steve Ovett, who was bid- 
ding to take part in his fourth 
Olympic Games. 

Ovett, who won the 1980 
Olumpic 800 metres title and 
captured a bronze in the 1500 
metres, finished fourth in the 
1500 metres final and failed to 
make the side. 

Ovett, who will be 33 in 
October, reached the 800 metres 
finals in 1976, 1980 and 1984, but 
has been past his peak for at least 
two years. 


Sullivan sails 
to 2nd victory 
of season 


BROOKLYN. Michigan. Aug 
8. (UPI): Danny Sullivan look 
Ihe lead on the 1 90th lap and 
coasted to his second victory of 
the season yesterday in the Marl- 
boro 500 at Michigan Inter- 
national Speedway. 

Runner-up Bobby Rahal was 
a lap behind the 38-year-old 
Sullivan, who set a 500-mile race 
record of 180.654 MPH in his 
Chevrolet prepared bv the Pen- 
ske racing team.

Sullivan's first-place finish 
was worth $1 11.196. Sullivan's 
other victory this season came in 
a 200-mile (320 km) event in Por- 
tland, Oregon.
